IS SO FAR-UNKNOWN 



Thirty,. Injured . Are Taken From 
ihe'''Wreck of Cars Which 
Crashed Into Stt^tion atHigii 
Rate of Speed 



LONDON,.: j;au.; 29;— One of tiie most 
serious railway accident in LiiKlaml 
.since tlin disaster to the steamer train 
at .Salisbury in .Fuly lilOii, occurred at 
Htoat'.s Nest station near London, on 
the London and Brliiliton railway this 
afternoon. Two third class and a Pull- 
man of a train from Brighton travel- 
Infir at a speed of forty miles an liour 
crashed Into llio station. The thivd class 
carso were coiiipletoly wrecked and a 
part of tho liuildlng was demorished. 
The I^uUnian was tlirown violently in- 
to the !ilr but was comparatively little 
damaged. Its passengers escaped with 
minor injuries. 

Accounts of the cause of tlie accident 
differ.

Slowly Subsiding Parisians 
Realize Havoc Which Has 
Been Wrought 



HOMELESS NUMBER ' 
FORTY THOUSAWD 



Advices From Provinces Indi-' 
dicate General Improvement 
in Condittons — Relief Work 
Being Actively Prosecuted 



PARIS, Jan. 29.— Slowly, very slow- 
ly, tho swollen Avaters of the Seine, 
■\vhlcli readied their high mark at 2 
o'clock this morning, arc subsiding. 
At midnight the fall measured about 
four and one-half inches, not much, 
but enough to bring a sense of relief 
to tho desolated city. 

The situation continues critical at 
many points within the city, parti- 
cularly In the neighborhood of the St. 
Luzaro station, where the entire 
streets and solid blocks of buildings 
threaten to sink through the crust 
into the waters .beneath. The effect of 
the removal of: : thov/water^ pressure Jiau 
been' to .weaken fouridtitlojts goneriXlIy 
and fhls causes the ' greatest ?anxlety.-

DEATH 'OF COLOWEL CHURCH 

Was Distinguished Geographer _ and 
Had Broad Experience as Engi- 
neer and Explorer. 



New.s of the death of Colonel George 
Earl Church, in London, Eng., has been 
recelyed in tlio city. Col. Church was 
a friend of one closely connected with 
tlio^ Colonist, and wo sincerely regret 
to learn of his death. The following 
obituary notice appGars.,;,iri tho .Times 
under date of Jan. 6th'^ ' ' ; , ' h 

Colonel George Earl Clnirch, whose 
death was /announced in The Times 
yester^ayj 'possessed probably a wider 
and more complete' knowledge or -the 
history, tlie geography, ami tho rs;- 
.sourcea of tropical South Amorlca 
than any other authority. For many 
yiiars ho travelled oxtt^MHlvcly In/ the 
iicart of the continent, and tho Infor- 
matlon'thu.s ncriuirod was .siipplomenl- 
ed by a life-time of .'jtudy of tlio o.k- 
pcrience.s of other truvollor.s, both past 
and present. By birth a citizen of the 
United States, C^olonol Church rosined 
during tho later yearn of his . life in 
London. He devoted nuieh Lot his 
Kl)aro thr>o to the affairs of thcRoyal 
CSeographical Society, of wilich he .ho-, 
c.'inie a Fellow In 1872 and in which 
he .served foi- many yo;irs as a-mem- 
bei- i-,!' cf)iiiicil, boconilng in duo 

couisc a vice-president of tlio Society^ 



.Colonel Church was born at Is'ew 
Bedford, Massachusetta, In December, 
1835. •He was educated as a civil en- 
gineer, and at an early. age took part 
In tho.oojistruotlon of; the great Hoosac 
Tunhell '-TKls' tunriie'l,';. which pierces 
tho HQOsao' ijiountaln In the northwest 
corner of Massachusetts and Is- 5 3-4 
miles in eingth, was built bet^iveen the 
years 18115 and 1874 at a cost oC ?»,- 
000,000. In 1858 the young engineer en- 
gaged In a Kclentlfic exploring expe- 
dition to South America — au cxi)editi')n 
which was prophetic of tlio cour.se of 
his future career. Before dovotiuK 
himself to tho opening 'up of tropical 
Soutli America he .served with dlstlnc- 
tl»n tlu-oiigh the American Civil War, 
rising to tho ranlc of colonel and act- 
ing at one time as brigadier In oom- 
maiid of tho United Si.nte.s Voluntoor.s. 
In 18C6-G7 he served in llie .-Mexican 
campaign, and in 18G8 lie turned Ills 
attention again to South America. In 
a s.erlos ,o£ ,1ourneya ho explored a 
•large 'part . Of tho . vppetij.baain of the 
AmazonJ,K\'HeV":desbprij|gai; 'that rivcir 
from ItB'Bollvlan'sburceV'and was en- 
gaged for a number pf years In open- 
ing up now channels for trade between 
Bolivia and Brazil. 

In 1880 Colonel Church •«vos appoint- 
ed United ' States COmmlHBloner to 
visit and report on Ccuador.. After-, 
wards he 'was 'interested .In tho con- 
struction of sQme/.<)£' the Argentine 
railwfiys; arid In 18D5 " he offoctert a 
sottlome"Mt..of .the debt oi: Costa Rica, 
visiting; that |i,6ptibllc fo.i; the purpose, 
and at- thd>sanje -^Ihip Its 
railway." - . ; s — ^ . , . 

Reference has alreat^y. been made to 
his connexion, during the later years 
oi his life, with tho Royal Geographi- 
cal Society. Me was a fretpient con- 
tributor to tho Society's .Tournal, .and 
took part In most of tlin dlHcusHlons 
nt tho Socety'.s nieotlug.s on iiapers 
dealing with South Ainericnn subjects. 
At the Bri.stol meeting of the Brltl.sii 
A.s.soclallou for tho Adv.'iuci'nient of 
Science In, I.S'.IS he -w.'iH i)re;ddciit of 
tho Geographical Secticm, and took as 
tho subject of his /Ijresldiuillal address 
the Pnmpean Hea, of Smith America. 
He was also .a member of the Council 
of the Halchiyt Kocl(>ty. He followed 
closely the de\'(!lopnK;nt of the Panama 
Canal scheme, and was strongly- of 
opinion- that'. tjib construction of" thn 
canal Vas not JiiRti tied on commercial 
grounds.

Electric RalUvav Cninpanv. The in- 
tention of the Grand Trunk I'acll'ic to 
build wharves, here and bring its 
steamers from Prince Rupert to this 
port is something In the immediate 
future that Investors must not lose 
sight of, iind It they wish .to look yet 
further ahead, they may. with certainty 
anticipate the eoiistruclion of a rail- 
way to the northern end of the Island, 
whereliy a very large part of the traf- 
fic to be developed on tho Island and in 
Xorthorii I^rltl.sli Columbia and Al.-i.sk.'i 
will he brought to this city. In other 
words the transportation projects 
which will be carried Into effect in the 
immediate future, will produce In Vic- 
toria abnormal conditions, which must 
of necesaitv increase the. rate of 
growth of the city. .

Then It is to be reinenibercd that the 
filing up of the !)iairle region lia.s 
greatly altered the relation of ih-.i roa.st 
region to tho rest e'" Canada. It Is 
needless to remind readers of the rea- 
sons why' the population of A'lctorla- 
may be e.vpccted to liicrea.so on this 
account. 

Such, In a general way, are some of 
the fundamontar causes ■which will af-.

In most ol the const 
cities the natural conformation of the 
country has a tendency to coiicentratu 
population within a .«mall area. - i In 
Victoria the tendency Is In the other 
direction, A very .'idmlrable practice 
has grown up liere of allowing a good 
deal of space between residences. The 
humblest liome-buJltlQr \}koa to havi; 
a Utile yarU-room ,'and a little li^wn or 
garden. And' there Is really no rsasou 



why he' should not - liavo thom, tor 
there Is plenty of room for expansion. 
We hope never to ao tho day when 
manv Victoria streets will be lined by 
dwellings almost touching each other. 
If not ln,actunl contact.:;:' There, Is not 
the least reason fq.r any such thing, 
and the whole tendency of tlw; popular 
Idea l.s agalndt It. With an t-ftlclent 
street railway system, no place in Vic- 
toria rieed ever bo. "far out." Hence 
the city may naturhlly be expected to 
cover R groat deal of ground; The con- 
figuration of tho locality is such as 
win prevent tho concentration of the 
residential area. This, It seems to us, 
ia a very Important consideration to 
those who contemplate buying lor In- 
vestment, for It broadens tho 
field In ^vhIch they may feel certain 
that .there will be ii steady aj,^precla- 
tlon In'value. 

,Wo submit these points without en- 
larging upon them. It i.s for ijersiin.'i 
having money to Invest, to dcternilnu 
for themselves whether, they; make out 
a case that warrants Victoria re'alty 
to he regarded as a sound Investment. 
We think thev warrant contideiice m 
the future of the city, and are also In 
the nature of a; guarjOait^e against 
growth being checked by property be- 
ing held at extnivagnnt prices. Wn 
may add that the iippreciatlon of

THE COST OF LIVING 

'i he increa.sed cost ot living Is tho 
subject ' of much debate and various 
are the reasons for it. Tho fundamen- 
tal factiflaijtSbdtva?^ not worth 
as mi&h as it* formerly ^\vas, and allied 
to this Is the other fact that the stan- 
dard of living is higher. ICxprcsscd in 
terms of gold, u dollar is just a.s valu- 
able as it ever was. ■-; Expressed,; In 
terms of silver, it Is ' mdre'i'valuable. 
But expressed In terms of butter and 
eggs, it is not worth half as nuich as 
It was. V\'e are told that the explana- 
tlon ;qf ;ilUC;l85that; gold Is^ produced^ n 
greater ; quantities ' than ever! bfef ore; 
l)ut so also are butter and eggs. Pro- 
duction In all lines has Increased, and 
there are no data that enables us to 
strike a balance, and nccourit-iln^, tills 
v.-ay for the higher prices. Tlie'talise 
is not so material as the posHlbillty of 
discovering a remedy. 

In considering problems of this na- 
ture, we ought _not.tq;losej sight of the 
fact that recent years have greatly am- 
plified our nnneces.sary rcfiulrement.s. 
Time was, and some of lis who have 
not forgotten what it is to bo young, 
can remember them,,*i^yhon;:.,peo^laV^ld' 
without many things that are' now 
thought to be the ordinary neceH.sitlcs 
of life, not. only is this the ca.se, but 
the principle that "tho best is none too 
good" for any of us prevails universal- 
ly. At an informal meeting a few days 
ago a wholesalo niorehant was speak- 
ing of the alleged greater cost of living 
here than on the prairies, and lie ex- 
lil.-iined by .saying that If peoph; who 
came hero from that part of Canada, 
would be content,-; ttf , p.ttt'vUp^.wU^ 
class of g6ods"they a:ro''! obliged to' biiy 
there, they would not find tho cost 
here very inueh greater here than It is 
there. But, ho saiil, these i)eoi)le na- 
turally want the best; they wur^t fresh- 
ly made butter in tho winter, and now- 
\y laid eggs; they will not buy drieil 
fruit, for tliey in-ofer fresh. Thi;y Imve 
the money to pay for tho best, and 
they ■ buy'-thoi.bestv and -the best hero 
Is of a^more expensive ' icind than the 
best there. This Is an llu.stratlon of 
how the CDSt of living may lie said to 
Increase locally, but it is more useful 
as Illustrating, the prevailing desire of 
everyone to get the best that can be 
got foi- the table. A butcher in Boston, 
?,Tassa<;hu.'=etts, once salil that the very, 
great majority of his customers asked 
tor a Birlpin- roast and o, , porterhouse 
stenit, They JId not seem to know that 
there was nnvthmg elsr; on an aiunuil 
fit to eat. Of course, they all did not got 
vjhat they asked for, but thoy paid tho 
price of It novertUoleaa.'.'Thls.'lllustratos'' 
another point.; Many housokonpers 
seem to have lost the knack ol iitll|;i- 
Ing meals to advantage;. This l.icnlty 
Is said to bo the peculiar characteristic 
of the li'rench people, who with a little 
good senso and a little .jUavorlnir, . can 
make a savoury disll out'af somothrng 



that an American housewife would 
throw into the garbage can. Another 
reason for the increased cost ot living 
is to 'be fo'ltindJln the fact. that as a rule, 
families -'buy' In small nuantltlos, and 
for two n'afioiis. One of thom Is that 
there are so many ih;w demands upon 
tho weekly wage that there Is never 
enough money to^spare tp.buy in mod- 
erately largo quantities, and another la 
the lack In modern flats and tenements 
of facilities for keeping food In good 
condition. Jlr. J. J. ' Hill says that 
one reason'* why.tho^cost^of .living ^has 
increased Is'^'that many "peoplq s order, 
goods oviJr tho telephone, and there is 
doubtless a great deal In that, But. 
whatever the cause or causes may be. 
and what are set. out, above are only 
some of them, the fact remains that it 
costs a great deal more to live than 
It used- 'to. and that although wages 
hri.ve gone up, people have just as hard 
.-1 timi', and perhaps hai^der, than :,ever 
to make both ends meet, Wo do not 
•believe the remodx- Is to be found In 
leglsl.-itlnn. "We believe it Is to bo 
found in the d(-velopmcnt of house- 
hold science. After ail, the table Is 
tho principal thing in ii family, and 
■yet It as a rule receives nothl'ng 
like scientific : conslderatlonvf'from 
houackeepovs, _ 



A NAVAL POLICY. / 

We have a letter this morning from 
Jlr. Cllve rhillipps-WolIcy relating to 
tho proposed naval policy of Canada, 
In which he gives some useful Intor- 
maliou 111 regard tee types of vessels. 
-\s he sav.s. the Issue in the past iias 
been tho principle. Tho Colonist has 
endeavored In "Its treatment of this 
question hitherto to keep to the fun- 
damental idea Involved, which may be 
stated as follows: ^ Sliall Canada di- 
rectly participate In th<! acfenco of 
the I'.,mpire.' W'e have alwavs rccog- 
ni-<;od tho value ot our Indirect con- 
t^ributlona In the shape of Improved 
facilities of land transportation, 
whereby not only Is a short and ex- 
cellent route provided between points 
in the Empire, but the agricultural re- 
sources of the Dominion have "been so 
developed that' Canada is fast ap- 
proaching a position when she can 
supply tlie :\Iother Country wltli food- 
stutta.. This has not seemed to us to ibo 
the-measure of the duty of the C&nadlan ■ 
people,'andil)eI loving the question to ■be ! 
one that rises itar aibovo the level of party 
jiolltics. we have declined to discuss 
it from a party standpoint, preferring 
evdn at thejTlskj'of f being misunder- 
stood, to deal' with'^i't with discrimina- 
tion and nevor.wlth' recrimination- AVeJ 
think the oiitcome-.of the discussion 
justifies our course. It certainly leaves | 
us free to treat the matter of details 
without laying ourselves open to the | 
charge of t!iklng:*:a.t!i>artlsan' attitude, 
and in wliat we may - hereafter' say on | 
this point, we hope to\be able to occu- 
py the same position, disregarding all 
questions of party advantage and seek- 
ing only to ; give. o'xpressloni-to-iV;^ew.;^i I 
which, we hope, are' InspIretT"' by''' 
patriotic sense of the obligations of |

Mr. AVollcy asks . If , Canada. Is. doing I 
enough? Conceding that details are 
largely a matter -for the determination 
of experts, and ' speaking without 
claiming to have any .special knowledge | 
of the subject, but . only from the 
-standpoint bit ..a Canaaia,n - newapa | 
which would not like to see its country, 
after adoi)ting a sound iirlnciple, fail | 
In carrying that ininclplo into effect, 
wo say frankly that we would liiive 
been glad to haye>Veen|mpre attempted, 
and If more had been''attempted by tho | 
government, wo thjnlc we may assume 
that iiarliament \vtjuld haVe lieeii glad 
to respond.

Mr. AV. A.V'CanipbelI,;/b£;,WlnnipeB, 
an oldtimo - Const newspaper man, is 
on a combined business and pleasure 
trip to Victoria, and in an Interview 
with a Colonist reporter si)oke inter- 
estingly o£ the owtloolc in AA'estern 
Canada. 

Jlr. Campboll, Cor a number o£ years, 
was a proinUient resident of I'ortland, 
Ore., and while there was conspicuous 
In tlie newspaper business, being ac- 
tively engaged In the management of 
tlie Portland Journal, which ho car- 
ried on with great measure of success. 

Mr. Campbell la now engaged In 
the real eatate business in '\VInnlpeg, 
and -with cliaracteirlstlo western en- 
ergy ho has also' make a mark for 
himself nl tic Prairie City, and as a 
"boomer" of the west, probably, has 
no equal west of the Great Lakes.

About a month ago a cdnferonce Was 
held at Hamburg in Germariy, at 
which 3!)0 'delepatcy were present. 
They came from all land-s and .spolco 
in all tonguos. One of the leaders of 
the Zionist movonicnt, Mux Is'ordau, 
stiUcs Its ol)ject in these words: 

"AVliat wo desire is to form a na- 
tionality within tlio Ottoman state like 
nil tlic oilier nationalities in tlio em- 
pire, 'i'ruo, wo (leninnd the recogni- 
tion of our nationality; there must be 
no doubt about that. It will bo our 
ambition to earn tho reputation of be- 
ing the most loyal, tho most reliable, 
an<l tho most useful of the Turkish 
nationalities, to contribute the ■ most 
zcidously to the weal, tho progress, 
and the power of tho empire." 

The Ideal' of a Hebrew nation, in- 
dependent of. all control o.^'.tn tho days 
of Solomon, la one which all can 
undei-stand. But that it should form 
part of a foreign ernplre of an alien 
race and a different religion does not 
.seem to be consistent with the ambi- 
tions of a people \vho for ocnturles 
have dwelt in foreign countries cher- 
ishing tholr faith; and Cprescrving tho 
cliaractertstics of'> their: race. 

Those minute living things which 
are known under the name oC bac- 
teria, are usually thought of as the 
source of many of the ills which fii'sh 
is heir to. \\'hili' this is true, itmui-t 
not bo forgotten that there are in the 
world which science has rendered vis- 
ible to the investigator haetoria which 
are contln\ially at work fur tho good 
of the human race. 

Every time tho housewife mixes a 
batch of bread, .she sets to work a 
countless boat of these helpers who 
continue their labors till at the right 
moment slie places the loiif in Uic 
oven and the heat puts an end to tholr 
activity. 

AVc hear horrible stories about the 
dangerous haetoria In the. milit which, 
poison our' babies, but^riot^' niucW'v' is 
said of the good ones ..t|jat:niate but' 
lermllk a cure for- diseases "'of yoiiriff 
and old, and, one of the most nourish- 
ing and wholesome of foods, or ' of 
those that ripen the cheese and per- 
fect the butter. 

lJut the good worl: of bacteria bf^- 
gins still further bade In tho history 
of the food that sustains life. They 
have theii- work in the preparation of 
the lioll itself. In the agricultural col- 
legos the beneficent work of these use- 
ful (irganisin is being studied both by 
the farmers and by the women who 
attend the Domestic Science classes. 
Xor is tho farmer allowed to be longer 
unconscious of tho.sc bacteria who are 
his foe.s. Ho learns to guard the 
water he drinks and the milk he uses 
so tluit typhoid diphtheria and tuber- 
culosis sliall no longer . •. Invade the 
home wlicro an abundariceii)f 'pure air 
would, if not for .these •.' ensure tho 
health of his family. It Js such knowl- 
edge as, this ,whlch will' prevent the 
exhaustion of tho soil that has turned 
many .countries,- once fertile Into des- 
erts and win help to fill the land with 
stalwart men' and strong if air women. 

. As was' to be expecfed7ith<i' -trouble 
between the meat trusts and 'the' peo- 
ple has. revived tho controversy bo- 
twoen the vegetarians and the advo- 
cates of a mixed diet. The otory of 
the "Fox and the Grapes" Is very ap- 
propriate to the present occasion. Anil, 
indeed, It is to bo doul)ted whether any 
considerable nmnber of people adopted 
a vegt.'table diet from choice. Among 
the crov.'ded milllonfi of India and 
t'hhui. It is impossible to raise anl- 
mal.4 In sufficient fpiantlly to .supply 
even .i small (|uantlty of meat to vary 
the diet of the i)eopIe. Yet wc find 
that in the latter country aniiiuUs are 
eaten which people of western coim- 
tries conaiiler unsuitahle for human 
fond and that no feast is perfect that 
does not furnish the luxury of meat. 
The. English laborer does not alistain 
from beef, bccau.so he thlnk.s It will 
hurt him but hocause lie mu.st. The 
cxclu.slvc use of i)orridKo by the Scot- 
tish herd.snian or of potatoes by the 
Irish peasant resulted nbt.from choice 
liut from-nccesslityl .On tills continent 
all have Jjecome meat eaitors and all 
hdvo'^ecomo physically, at least, the 
bettor for the chaingo. 

Hut thoro are many who say that 
we have in tliese dny.s ilcparteil too far 
from the practice of our ;inceMtor.s. Ks- 
jieelallv Is this true of tho west. Work- 
ing iicople in eaBtera Cimada iir.e meat 
at tlK; miiUI;iy meal.

luxury even by well-to-do families. 
Kggs are .suitable for either. Hero the 
rule is the other way. i\Ieat hi some 
form Is considered, it' not necessary, 
at least desirable, at every meal. 
Among the rich all over the continent 
tho same rule prevails. ' IL.is, under; 
.such chcuinstanccH, little wonder that 
so freauently a -patient la advised to; 
uso less meat and that fruit and vege- 
tables, are rccomnioiidcd, with' a jnoro 
liberal share 'of - rrillki' and. eggs. iBut 
when wo are told thttt.'ineatils a iiolson 
to be ' avoided by.^alllSvifo^i^vould enjoy 
tho hies.slngs of perfeot^health and that 
its place on our tables should bo siip- 
Iilled by nuts or dishes made to re- 
semble tho forbidden flesh food as 
much as possible both in look and 
taste, we may bo excused If we look 
for further jiroof before we banish 
from our tables the food that has hcli>- 
od to nourish tlio human race since 
primltlvo man learned to shape tho 
first arrow head. 

The propo.sed amendment to the 
school law wliich will bring tho High 
Kcliool course williin reacli of the 
pupils of rural districts will ho warinl.\' , 
welcomed by tho country pi.'oplo. The 
children from the rui'al districts have 
hitherto been ol.iligod to come Into tlie 
city as soon as tliey had gained ad- 
mission to the High School or to leave 
school altogetiier. Jtany perents dis- 
liked to allow girls and boy.s often un- 
der fifteen to leave lionn'. To send 
them to the city, they l)elh!vcd was 
to e.xpo.se them to temptations they 
were not old enough to withstand. 
Happily such fears havo hitherto prov- 
ed, to 11 great cxtciitj groundless. The 
influence of tho school and tho kind- 
ness and wisdom. oC- their temporary 
guardians have oomblned to keep .stud- 
ents outiOf harin'.s way. 

A difficulty harder to 'surmount lay 
In the inability of imrenta to pay the 
expenses of the students. Ready 
money Is not alway.s plentiful in tln^ 
resources of a man with :i largo fam- 
ily to pay the e.Npcnses of the son or 
daughter during the three years of tho 
High School course. If the student 
wanted to become a teacher an addi- 
tional year iiiust be added. Tho con- 
setpienco has' been th.at far the greater 
number of the rural schools have 
been supplied by young girls from the 
cities. This has' lioen unfortunate in 
many ways. The teacher has had lit- 
tle syrh'pathy; with the pupils in their 
life outsjde. of school. AVhethcr cons- 
ciously "or, pot her influence very of- 
ten mnd6^thQ ohi^dl;i!ll. dissatisfied with 
tho life. of,; theyr^quriiry.' ,. Under tho 
amended law the. bo.vs and girls will be 
enabled to obtain the greater part of 
their High School cdncatlon in their 
own neighborhood. It v.-ill bi' a natural 
for the country chldrcn to attend these 
superior schools a.s for their <'lty cous- 
ins to go to the High School and in 
tills way the standard of intelllgonce 
of the farming, population will bo^rals- 

A larger mimbor oC countrj' boys 
and girls will becoirie' teachers as the 
time that must be' spept in- town will 
be shorter. This chnhot but have a 
good effect on tho •pupils of the 
schools, Among th<v advantages to the 
whole conimunlty will be the residence 
among them of men and women of 
greater culture than . the, SCliool ■ teach - 
er of the corambn'<'8ch'o6l.',*r 

The strike of the slilrtwal.st makers 
in New York has luen a remarkabh; 
iUTair and its consccjueiiees will bo 
far reaching. That a number of 
young girls, howoi-er large, should 
havo had the courage to defy their 
employers and to , siiffer from poverty 
still greater than Is' their constant 
fate' for a future bbnolit Is something 
that could Hciircely have happened in 
any other time than our own. It Is 
true that the girls had tho support 
of the labor unions and the sympathy 
of wealthy women. It l.s true, too, 
that some of the strikers hi'haved 
badly, liut on the whole the strike ! 
has been cenduct<'d with more self- | 
control and ri'gard of the law than ] 
is usually tlio case in sucli contests. 1 

The chief cause of complaint waai 
tho system of contracting ■out lif 
which workers could be obtained for 
the lowest wages. ■ .PW'hile., the otrner 
of the shop .could> boast^that he paid 
fair wages to thoso",whom he employ- 
ed, these were able to make a in'oflt 
by getting the work done at a much 
lower price than they received. In 
many of tlio shops this will be done i 
no longer. The hours of work will ha , 
shorter and the general rate of wages ^ 
higher. Many nf the larger concerns I 
refuse still to cmi)loy none but un- 
ion workers. 

There are many who do not believe 
that any body of workers hoa a right 
to dictate to the employer whom ho 
may or may not employ. A recent 
writer in an article on the strike 
discusses this phase of It as follows: 

Imprisonment even for five , days Is 
not to be loolted upon lightly, .and | 
that thousniids nf women sliould even 
think that llw.y have a just grievance' 
against magistrates, and policemen is 
most deiilorable. We have also to 
consider the disturbance of induatry, 
the loss of wages and of profits, and 
the bitter spirit of aiitagonlsin Involv- 
ed in a iirolonged strike. Tin; slrug- 
gle is not fundamentally against an 
Intolerably lojV; . wage, or j unsanitary 
shops, or .:,: 6xiiosure * to ■ 'exeoptlon.il 
physical risks. On those points there 
has been imich exaggeration. 'Ihe 
real grievance m\) tlie suO-contractor, 
tho slack periods and Intorforeiico 
with the organizing of unions. 

The girls have ', bccoirie '/convliiccd — 
and this very fact Is'one or thc inost 
extraordinary of all — that the only ef- 
fective remedy [or their unsatisfactory 
condition is a imlon, in full control 
of <'very shop on the side of the ein- 
idoyees, and authori:^e(l to bargain 
with the employers on their belialf. 
They are willing tliat everyone jhall 
belong to the uniuii. and demand in 
effect '.hat no one who i"ioes not shall 
bo utniilpyod in these shops. This is 
the clpsod sliop..,or..colleotlve hnrgain- 
int;',carrlea:,to.rJteit6Blca%estreine, in 
this extreme form the ■•; trade union 
principle, although 'suoceasfijlly^estab- 
lisliod in the V)Uildlng trtid6'^''iuVd' fejpii'- 
wliere, is extremely offenslvb' to niany^ 
who are regarded as liberal and fair- 
minded towards the just demands of 
labor, n. l''ulton Cutting at a recent 
meeting of a club of social workers 
made u A-igoroiis atta(d; upon the idea 
of the closed shop, contending that 
its baneful elfects had been apiiarent 
in art. In religion, in plillanthropy, 
in business, in politics and wherever 
in the ' courflo of human history it 
hadt^eep.iappl.ied. .This Is true enough, 
anfl'^ organized labor shtfuld not io In 
haste to class among Its enemies tVio.so 
who are not rcady'to stand with them 
for tho princlbles of tho closed shop. 
At tho same time, so long as It is 
sought to tittiiin even this end by 
lawful means, it i.s not I'.loar that i"t 
Is part of the dutv the dlMintereHled 
public to light against It. Ihe prin- 
ciple of liberty has constrained us to 
illow iioUtlnians. churcUmen and 
urtisle to close tholr rcapocUvc shops 



if they could. Shall we then for the 
first time invoke that sacred pviiiciple 
t(j prevent labor from securing that 
living Income, that rational amount of 
freedom or contract, a.s distinct from 
a meanlngk'HH legal formula,, which, 
rightly, or - wrongly, , they believe can 
be secured onlyx- by-; collective bargain- 
ing? Wo do'inot^ tidvcfeato' the closed 
shop; but nelther'.do'iTwo.iqpppHO those 
■who seck'-'by Icgltlmataf dirid' lawful 
means to secure it. 
/

Mr. Gale is a past master at handl- 
ing an audienci'. Ho <s indeed a 
master of assemblies, and both in ap- 
pearance and in manner reminds one 
of a milit.'iry-general. There i,s a 
posltlvenesK aliout his addresses that 
indicates he has done his own think- 
ing, and has thought himself, out to 
clearness and conviction on tiie great 
C(-ntral antl fundamental truths of 
Christianity. To him, the Iiil.de is 
God's book from cover to cover; ho 
does not criticise the Bible, but 
preaches :it, as, a "Thus saith tlio 
Lord." .Th4.^fact;ibf ' sin .^s too sadly 
apparenti'for 'him "td do' anything else 
than to show it In all its , lurid light 
iind ns calling for a Saviour. Jlr. Gale 
has no doubts about the Deity of 
Christ or the personality of the'lloly 
.Spirit. He stands sfpiaro upon the 
Scriiitural teaching on the Atonement, 
holding firmly to the substitutionary 
and iiropitlatory asi)i>cts of thedeatii 
or Christ.' The Kew IJirth as a n^x-ca- 
slty for ever.v human bein.u: Is another 
of the cardinal points li-i Jlr. Gale's 
teaching. He has strong convictions 
on the scriptar.'il truth of the condl- 
llon of the finally Impenitent, and 
looks upon unlver.sallsm as being a 
dangerous doctrine calcul.ited to de- 
lude men jni,ar,£alsethope^whioh'is con- 
trary to 'bothft)ife^BlbI6?.and common 
sense. 

Necessity of Godly Fear 

Tho.se who heard Mr. Gale's .sermons 
on Hell and "The Unpardonable Sin" 
will not soon forget the Imiircsslve- 
ness with which tliese solemn truths 
were used to stir tlie conscience .-ind 
produce- a desiri; and decision for 
Christ. Hefore there can bo true love 
to God there must be a reverence *nd 
a Godly fear, said he. 
•'..There remain' btit two more days in 
which : the. "Evangelists can continue 
thptr efforts to bring, both Christians 
and non-Chrlstlans to a higher form 
life In "Victoria.

of the season, It was Impossible to 
make an estimate of the cost of mak- 
ing and putting' In order this road 
from the summit, but It yirould be an 
expensive piece :of work. 

"Owing to the height of the Hope 
Mountains, where this trail crosses, 
and their proximity to the Coast, tlie 
snowfall is very heavy, and a road 
following this route could only' be 
kept open in the winter by steady 
and persistent use, and without cnn- 
filderably more favorable data tlian 
i was able to obtain I should have 
hesitation in recommending that this 
work bo carried out, 

"So far ns my information goes, 
there are still two other available 
routes for a road between P.rlnccton 
and Hope.' One would bo to use tiie 
Otter river road connecting Princeton 
and Nicola as far as 'the head of tlie 
Coldwator river, and thence striking 
over to the Coqulahalla, which would 
be followed down to its mouth, '.rhb;

. 'bark Hcspor, of San Francisco, which 
. has been lying idle at Eat'io Harljor 
(for two years. The Hesper will bo 
' used for the project. Slio will bo 
overhauled and sent to tlie South Seas 
as a pearler 'and trader and wiii carry 
sandal wood from tlic Now Hebrides. 

The Hesper is a barli of GU2 tons 
net register and was built by Hall 
Bros, at Port Blalvoley, W'asli., In 1SS2. 
She has had an intereatinK career, be- 
ing long linown as the "mutiny ship," 
the crew liaving inutlnleil at one time 
whilo the vessel was enrouto from 
Australia to the Sandwicli islands, 
and having murdered tlio mate. Capt. 
Sodcrgren, tlien in com,mand, with the 
assistance of his 'wife, finally qusUed 
the mutiny and brought the vessel to 
Honolulu, where three of the niutln- 
. eers wore subsequently hung. Later, 
Captain Sodergren committed suicide 
In San Francisco, It is said by reason 
of this matter preying' upon his mind. 
Therefore, the trade that the vessel 
tylU now enter will be a fitting clima.x 
to her Interesting career. 

The 'Hesper was owned by. George 

Billings, of San Francisco. 
Cnpt. ^IcDonald has been engaged 
in this trade since 1S71 with several 
other vossola, namely, the bark Ousurl, 
the- steamer Pioneer, the brig Donald 
McLean, the brig Marion Rhenny, and 
the,,brlg Challenge. These vessels have

Leaving Chilean ports In Dec- 
ember, 190S, the Chatham made n voy- 
age during which she touched at Uru- 
guay, Cape Verdo Islands, Canary isl- 
ands, Gibraltar, Genoa. Turkey, Arabia, 
E5>rpt, Strait Softlciments, India, Slam 
China, .Tapan, Au.stralia. Peru, and 
again at the Chilean port from which 
■ she first steamed, after being out 298 
days. 

Tlic voyage was eventful, and the log 
of the Chatliani for tliree voliiniivs in 
decorated Willi iiitere.sling reading for 
the mariner. Ti'i-riilc slornis at sea, 
during wliioli se;unen were injured 
cabins flooded, and stores .s|)oil(.(i, are 
recorded in the log of tli.- Chalh.-ini, 
with here and there a desertion tn re- 
lievo the monotony whili^ in iiorl.

Started Out With Nitrate. 

Beginning the voyage around the 
world, the Chatham, with 6,400 tons of 
nitrate for Italy, steamed from the 
coast of Chile. Kn route to Italy she 
called at Alontovldoo, St. Vincent and 
the Canary Islands; thence to GIbrnltar 
and Genoa. From Genoa, after dis- 
charging iter cargo, slu; jiroceeded to 
Nieolaieff to load ore cargo for Rol- 
terdam. She arrived at Constantinople 
about April 21, .ind ■ Was there on the 
Sunday v.'heu the Young Turks bom- 
barded the palace. 

It was a most exciting city to lie 
in," said Cai)t. Vtul't, in speaking of tlie 
visit at the 'I'nrklKli eaiiital. "'I"he cll\' 
was in a slate of .siege aixl we could 
get nothing done. We were eOMi]ielleii 
to remain tliere, thougii most of us 
would have preferred a less Ktrouuous 
place.

The derelict Susie Jl. Plummor was 
a sad looking object when the steamer 
Tees sighted her last Tuesday, eight 
miles from Cape Cook, 'acco'rding to 
those on the west coast steamer, 
which returned ;yesterday morning 
from Quatsino and way ports. • The 
masts, spars, all the upper works, 
were gone; there was a liole In the 
hull at tlie stern from which tho lum- 
ber cargo was floating out; the decks 
were bursting upward and part n£ 
them missing; in fact, there was 
scarcely enough of the wreck to pay 
for towage. The vessel gave no sign 
to Indicate what had become of Capt. 
Hanson and tlie ten men wlio had 
manned her when she left Port Lud- 
low on December 4. A boat's crew 
■from the Tees boarded the wreck and 
made a line fast, but before tho Tees 
had prooeeded;„wjth^ her tow the line 
parted, and ^-ItfcwaSj; decided to leave 
her. The tiig Snohomish, which com- 
municated with the Tees by wireless, 
was informed where the derelict was 
drifting and she also tried to low tho 
wj-eck, without result. The dr.-igglng 
aucliors had caught off (..'ajie Itussell 
when tlie Snohomlsli found her, and 
the chains were cut. Tin- wreck- was 
la.st seen drifting toward the iiortln-rn 
point of tlie Vancouver Island coast 
and it was expected sli'.^ would cleai' 
it and drift northward with the set 
of the current. 

New5,-»vas brought by the Tees that 
the Pacific Whaling Company found 
tlie experiment of winter work at Se- 
chart unsatisfactory and the hunting 
hns ceased until good weather starts. 
From Quatsino the steamer brought 
news that a seam of coal eight feet 
thiclc had been found in the workings 
of the Quatsino Coal Compaiij- near 
Holberg. 

The Tees brought an average com- 
plement of iiassengers, 250 eases of 
salmon and 000 bags of guano.

Sho will sail 
again for the west coast on Tuesday 
nlglit.

The proximity of the snow-capped Ol3'mpian mountains has 
a marked effect on the summer temperature, which is never 
intensely hot, while the Japan current, striking the west 
coast, brings with it mojstur^^^^^^^ the 
severity of the wiriten^ -T Vic- 
toria enjoys over all other coast points, the small amount of 
rainfall and moderate temperature, are strikingly illustrated 
in the meteorological^i:eturhs for the years 1907, 1908, and 
1909. The influence of the Japan current, and other., 
factors combine to produce a result which is per- 
haps, best shown by the factvitHat. the isothermal lines 
showing highest temperature in summer and lowest temper- 
ature in the winter, intersect at Victoria, thus demonstrating 
that it enjoys the double advantage of both the ideal sum- 
mer and ideal winter temperature.

Arbitration Is to pe' the' ablution of 
the , controversy between tho Chicago 
railroads 'Biid 'tHetr'^swItchmen. Tills 
was decided at Washington, D. C, the 
announcement being made by tho me- 
diators that both sides had agreed to 
refer tho matters at issue to arbitra- 
tion, Tlie Ilrst nieetlng of tho arbitra- 
tors was held in Chicago on the 24th 
in.st. Tlie conclusion was reached af- 
ter a week of conferences between the 
mediators under the Brdman Act, 
Chairman Knapp, of tho inter-stato 
commission and Dr. NeiU, commis- 
sioner of labor, wltU; representatives of 
the railways and ijswltqhtrion's ; union. 
Tho parties to the differences pratlc- 
ally decided to refer the dispute to 
arbitration and an asrccmont was 
signed naming S. E. Hebcrllng first 
vice-president of the Switchmen's Un- 
ion of North America, as tho arbitra- 
tor for the switchmen, and C. R. Gray, 
vice-president of tlie St. Louis & Han 
Francisco ralUvay, for the railroads. 
Tlie two arbitrators will meet in Clii- 
cago next Monday and endeavor to 
agree upon a third arbitrator. If they 
should fail the soldctloii -will be re- 
ferred nuder the law to the mediators.

The strilwrs -{ri -tiie^'Caiic Brecon 
collieries "regard the recent changes 
In thbr management of tho coal com- 
pany favorably,' though little is known 
as yet what bearing the recent olh- 
cial change will have upon the aclual 
aituallon. 1'he removal of the troops 
from the scone of the strike will servo 
to Improve the strained fooling that 
has existed between the strikers and 
tho men at worlc. although there are 
some who express the belief that tho 
retirement of the troops will result 
in a clash of tho strikers, local por 
llccinon and union men. Over 1,700 men 
are still on strike in Glace Bay, re- 
ceiving the strike allowance. Upwards 
of 000 strikers have been evicted from 
company houses, all of whom have 
been provided for by tho U. M. AV., 
whose rent roll at present is in tho 
vicinity of $4,000 per month. 

Ethical Sido of Unionism.

— There was a 
wldespr^i^dT'i^^^^^s'^ndlng among re- 
tail butchers'here ioday that the wes- 
tern packers have decided to cut in 
half their shipments of cattle to this 
city In an effort to uphold the price 
of beef. Tho packers denied It, but 
the small dealers wore ctiually positive 
that packers are only talking and that 
if the .bpyCott;.CQntinues, concesslon.'i 
in , whqlesale.iiprlce^7:mu8t*; obnie. The 
family trade In-nVeats. throughout the 
city continues to- dwindle and prices 
continue to fall, but as beef goes down 
fish goes up. Poultry remains un- 
c:hanged but there was a sharp decline 
In eggs. Resentment against tho in- 
crease In the cost of living has thus 
far mainly centered upon the packers, 
but an Independent investigation came 
out 'with llgurcs today wlilch tend to 
show that in the better cla.ss trade at 
least, tho retailer absorbs tho larger 
share of the profits, leaving to the 
packer only what he can make on the 
sale of by-products. 

Aside from the quarrel between tho 
packer the wholesaler .and the retail- 
er. It Is ])oiiitcd out by shrewd buy- 
ers that neither the government nor 
a boycott cm adjust the situation un- 
til the men in control of tho cattle are 
brought to book. The jiackers will 
not lose. They will kill loss beef, dis- 
charge many employees and the cat- 
tle they do not kill can be held for :i 
revived demand. Price.", will drop but 
little and when the nation gets hungry 
again the packers will bo just where 
they wore before in fcontrol of tho situ- 
ation.

I 
was surprised that anyone should be so /ingu-. 
larly ignorant of child-nature as to hold that 
children really believe these things. Children 
have a wonderful and special faculty of "make- 
believe" which iii not the same as "belief." All 
the time when a child is indulging in "make- 
believe" (a sort of willing self-illusion or wak- 
ing drearn)i:it:s:?real,: though tender, reaspriing-;. 
power is-merely "susbiendedj" and is'iiots of^'> 
fended or ■outraged. 'That power canon cin^,- 
ergency be brought to the front, and the little'- 
one will say, "Of course.' they're not real," or, 
"I always knew lie didn't really come down the 
chimney." So that I do iitot think anyone need 
be anxious as to doing haroi or laying the foun- 
dations of future distrust iSy telling fairy-tales. 
- to the ver'}'- young. If told in the right form . 
and spirit they are received by 6-year-old and 
older children readily and natin-ally as belong- , 
ing to that delicious world of "make-believe'' 
wiiich (as one of their own orators, I believe, 
has said) "children of even the meanest intelli- 
gence will not be .giiilty of confounding with 
that very inferior everyday world of reality in 
which we find, much to our: regret, tliat it : is 
necessary to spend ^so large a. part of our time." 

The power of make-believe is almost limit- 
less, and makes its appearance even in the 
speechless, infant of less than, two years old, 
who will gather fruit from- a colored picture, 
generously offer you a bite, and pretend to 
swallow the rest itself. The .faculty of make- 
lielieve must liave been a very, big,fa.ctor in the' 
life of the speechless .pi"edecessors. vOf yprieW^ 
toric man. Deception;in the wxirld of tieailitjr^ 
very different front v make-believe, and';'a;ter7.:V 
.rible.-thing. Whatever excuses adults may put 
ffbnvafd in its defence,' to the diild deception, 
in regard to real things, is well-nigh unforgiv- 
able. To be one who never says "it is" when it 
is not, nor "it will be" when it will no^ be — , 
that is to be a friend on whom the cliild-restsfinl 
perfect trust and happiness. '//'^'^[^'''.'I'^SJ:' 
What have these thoughts to do with the 
New Year? Merely this, that' it is not only 
with and for children that we make-believe at 
this season — rwe all of us, more or less, indulge 
in a makc-belie-/e about the New Year. As tlic 
clock strikes its tw^elve. notes at midnight on 
Dec. 31, and all the bells of a great^ city are 
heard hovering, in. the/. aij-^?^^,^^^ 
sweet sounds from far 'a!h'd''tie&rfiirilo'^ 
night, there are few of us who have not a feelrfy 
ing that a great ev^ent has occurred. A physi- 
cal change has set in — the Old Year is dead 
and gone and the New Voar, something tang- 
ible, which you can let in at the door or the 
window— has just come into being, and is there 
Avaiting for us. We arc, of course, injilulging in 
"make-believe," for there is no New Year, with 
any natural, noteworthy thing to.mark its com- 
mence'ment, starting at niidnight ,on,>^^ 
New Year begins every day and hour/ ami it is 
b)- no means agreed upon by all nations of the 
earth to pretend that the ist of January is the 
critical da)' which we must regard as that por- 
tentous epoch, the beginning of a New Year. 
This choice of a day was made by the Romans, 
and that wonderful man Julius Caesar had a 
great deal to do Avith it; modern Europe 
adopted 'his arrangement of the year or calen- 
dar. But the JcAvs have their OAvn' calendar and 
their own New \''ear's Day Avhich A-arics year 
by year from our September 5 to our October 
7. The next is on our October 4. It is, how- 
ever, to them always the first day of the month 
Tishri, and the first day of their New Year. 
The ^^^phammedans took the.date of the flight 
of .; Moham from Mecca:i,t6' Medina— the 
; mght of 15, 622 A.p.-T^as the commence- 
ment,:of their "era," and its anniversary is the 
first day of their rnonth Muharram and the 
first day of their year — their New Y^ear's Day. 
As, although they reckon twelve months to 
the year, their months arc true lunar months, 
and are not corrected as are those in use by us 
(as I:yviirexpl.aiil:,below),' their year consist.^ of 
354 days 8 hours, arid" so does not run parallel 
to oiu- year at all. Their Ncav ■ Year's Day, 
which began by being our July 16, was in the 
next year coincident Avith our July 6. then in 
three successive years it occurred on differciit 
days of June, and so on through ^lay, April, 
and the preceding months, so that in 32^. of 
our years their New Year's Day has run 
through all our months and is back again at 

July... ; ^ ; 

So much for New Year's Days ; they arc ar- 
bitrary .selections, and though the Roman Ncav 
Year's-Day, or. Jan. i, has been ])rcciscly de- 
fined 'aii'd fixed by the determination by as- 
tronomers of the position of the earth on' that 
day in its rcA'olution arninul I'.ie sun, yet the 
original selection of Jan. 1 for the beginning of 
the year seems to iiave been merely the result 
of previous errors and negligence 'in altemiit- 
ing to fix the Avinter solstice (which now comes 
out as December 22). This is the, day when 
the siin is loAvest and.the day shortest : after it 
has passed the siin a.ppears gradually to ac] dire 
a new power, and increases the duration of his 
stay above the horizon until the' longest day is 
reached — the summer solstice (June 21). "|iU- 
ius Caesar took Jan. i for New" Year's Day as 
being the first day of a month nearest to the 
Aviiitaf|sO|^tice. The ancient Greeks regarded 
thc'begiiMing of September as "New Year." 

Were mankind content Avith the measure of 
time by the completion of a cycle of revolution 
of the earth around the sun — that is the y.ear— -^j 
and by the revolution of the earth on itis OAvii" 
axis— that is the day or day-^night 
the notation of time and of tea- 
sons Avould be comparatively simple. No 



one seems to knoAv Avhy or Avhen the day Avas 
first divided into tAventy-four hours, nor why 
sixty minutes were taken in the hour a.n)i sixty 
seconds in the minute. The ancient' astrbnpm- 
ers of Egypt and China, and their :. beliefs in 
mystical numbers,' have to do with tlfe first 
choosing of these intervals in unrecorded ages 
, of antiquity (as much as 2,000 or 3,000 B. C.) 
The seven days of the week correspond to the 
seven planets knoAvn to the ancients. But the 
Greeks made three weeks of ten days in a 
month. The true year— the exact period of a 
complete revolutiOii of;tKpi;Mirth^|J5^lid the 
sun — is 365 day.s 5;hours"i8^mm^^^ sec- 
onds. It Avas measured with a fair.iampun^^^ 
: accuracy by very ancient races of iiiehv^> who 
•.'"fixed the jiosition of the rising sun at the 
^longest day, or at the equinoxes, by erecting 
' big' stones, one close at hand and one at a dis- 
tance, so as to give a line pointing exactly to 
the rising spot of the sun on the horizon, as at 
Stonehenge. It is obvious that if theyotqok;365 
cjays roughly as the period of revolution'' they 
Avould (oAving to the odd hours and , minutes 
left out) get about a day wrong in four years-, 
and it Avas the business of the priests — even in 
ancient Rome the pontiffs Averc charged Avith 
fhis duty — to make t'nc correction, add the 
missing day, and to keep the record rightly, 
and to proclaim the chief days of the year — the 
shor test ::(Jay-\. the longest, day, the, spring equi- 
nox, or ddy 'of equal halves of sunshine and 
darkness, and the autumn equinox. In ancient 
Chiria,.if the State astronomer made a Avrong 
' calculation in predictnig.an eclipse, he was de- 
capitated. " ^ ■ 

It is easy to understand how it became de- 
sirable to recognize more convenient divisions 
of the year than the four quarters marked by 
the solstices and the equinoxes. Various as- 
.'tronomical events Avere studied, and their regu- 
;;lar,: recurrence casoerta 
^J^br'thisviMir;^ 
tiniekeeper to rriake iise of, besides the sun, 
Avas the moon. The moon completes its cycle ' 
of change on the average in 29^^ days. It was 
used by every man to mark the passage of the 
year, and its periods from ncAV moon to iicav 
moon Avere called as in our language, 
"months", or "moons," and divided into quar- 
ters. It is, not possible to divide 365 by 29^^. 

TAvelve lunar months give 354 '^^y^' ^° 
there are eleven days;|eft o\'er Avhcn the solar 
3'ear is divided into dupiar months. The at- 
tempt to invent and cause ' the adoption of a 
.system Avhich shall regularly mark out the year 
into the p.opular and ' -tmivcrsally recognized 
"moons," and 3'ct shall not make the year it- 
self, so built up, of a length Avhich does not 
';iagTee|yVith the true j' ear, recorded ,by the return 
Sof'fe-nsihg.suhrto: e^ same spot .on 

the horizon aft^iS^S d^-and^^fe^ 
jjecn , througiiou?^'a)l^lite; hisBi^^ 
'man, and even among prehistoric 'iieoples, a 
greatly desired object. It has led to the most 
varied and ingenious systems, entrusted to the 
most learned priests and State officers, and 
mostly so complicated as to break doAvn in the 
Avorking, until Aye come to the . great . clears, ; 
headed iitan Julius Caesar. . . 

In the A'ery earliest times of the . city of 
Rome the solar year, or complete cycle of the 
seasonSj-iiw.a^^^^^^ ten lunar months 

cov%rttij|'''3o1i?'al3?SF^ is not known how the 
remaining days necessary to complete the solar 
revolution Avere dealt with, or (lis])osed of. 
'JMie year was considered to commence Avith 
March, probably Avith the intention of getting 
New Year's Day near to the .spring equino.x. 
; The :peltia,people..and the Druids, Avith their 
mistletoe rites;) kept Ncav Year also at , that ^ 
time. ' The ten Roman months Averc /named 
Martins, Aprilis, Alaius, Junius, Quintifisi Sex- ' 
tills, September, October, November, Decem- 
ber. In the reign of the King Numa two 
months were added to the year — namely, Janu- 
aritis at the be.ginning and Februarius at the 
end. In 542 B. C. February was.reirioved from 
the end and given second place, The Romans 
■"thus arranged tAvelve months into the yeari^^as" 
the ancient Egyptians and the Greeks' had long 
before done. Tlie n-ionths Avere iiiade by .laAV 
to consist alternately of twentA'-ninc and of 
thirty days ( thus keeping near to the avera.ge 
length of a true lunar cycle), and an odd day 
was thrown in for luck, making the year to 
consist of 355 da^'s. This, of ' course, differs 
from the solar year by ten days and a bit. To 
make the solar year and the civil or calendar 
year coincide as nearly as might be Numa ad- 
ded a special or "intercalary" month, to be in- 
serted every second \'ear between Feb. 23 and 
24. It was called "Afcrcedonius," and consist- 
ed of twenty-two and of twenty-three days al- 
ternately, so that four years contained 1,465 
days, giving a mean of 3'66!4 days to each year. 
But this gave nearly a day tou much in 'each 
year of the calendar (as the legal or civil year 
is called), as compared Avith the true ' '.'solar 
year, agreement Avith which Avas the 'object^ in 
view. So another law Avas made to reduce the 
excess of (lays in every twenty-four years. Ob-' 
viously the superintendence of these variations 
and the jniblic fleclaratioii of the calendar for 
each year, was a very serious and important 
task,_ affecting all kinds of legal contracts. The 
pontiffs to Avhoni the duty Avas assigned abused 
their power for political ends, and so little care 
had they taken to regulate the civil year and 
keei) it in coincidence^ Avith the solar year' that 
in ti;e time of Julius Caesar the civil equinox 
differed ffun the astronomical by three 
months, the real s])ring equinox occurring not 
at the end of what Avas called March by the 
calendar, hut in J une ! 

J ulius, Caesar put the whole matter straight. 
He abolished all attempt to record by the cal- 
'endar a lunar year of twelve lunar months; he 
fixed the length of the civil 3'ear to agree as 
'near as might be with that of ^the solar year, 
and, arbitrarily altered the months; in fact, 



abandoned the "lunar month" and instituted 
the "calendar month." Thus he decreed that 
the ordinary year should be 365 days, but that 
every fourth year (Avhich for some perverse 
reason we call "leap" year) .should have an ex- 
tra day. He ordered that the alternate nipntiis. 
from January to November inclusive should 
have thirtyTdne;d^jrs;.^^aUXj.'the; others thirty 
days, exceptingji|^Peb)ru^ Avhich was 
to have in common years twenty- 
nine, but in every . fourth year (our 
leap year) thirty. This perfectly reason- 
able, though arbitrary, definition of the months 
was accompanied by the alteration of thenamc 
of ; the :mpnth!.Q^u in 'honor of 

' the great rmiari;''*ii'a'te^^ had- the nam© 

of the month Sextilis altered to. : A^ugustiis for 
his own glorification, and in order^'':t6'fgratify 
hi.s vanity a laAV Avas passed taking aAvay a-day 
from February and putting it oh to August, so 
that August might have- thirty-one days , as 
weirraS July, and not the; inferior list of thirty 
previously assigned to it ! At the same time, 
so that three months of thirty-one days might 
not come' together September and November 
Avcre reduced to thirty 'daj's, and thirty-one 
given to October and December, In order to 
get everything into order and start fair Julius 
Caesar restored the spring equinox to Alarch 
25 (Numa's date for it, but really four days 
late). For this purpose he ordered tAva^extra--. 
ordinary months, as Avell as Numa's 'ihtfercil- 
ary month Mercedonius, to be iriserte'd in' -the" 
year 47 B. C, giving that year in sill 445 'd^ 
It was called "the last year of confusion." Jain. 
I forty-six years before the birth of Christ and 
the 708th since the foundation of the city Avas 
"the first Julian year." 

Although Julius Caesar's correction and his 
provision for keeping the "ciA'il" year coinci- 
dent with the astronomical year were admir- 
al)le, yet they were not perfect;;; jsHis-^astrono- 
mer, by name Sosigenes, assti'm^'d .thea^^^^^ 
omical year to be 11 min. 14 sec. longerlilian'.it/, 
really is. In 400 years this amounts to an error 
of three days. The increasing disagreement of 
the "civil" and the "real'' equinox was noticed 
by learned men in successive centuries. At 
last, in A. D. 1582, it Avas found that the real 
astronomical equinox, Avhich Avas supposed to 
occur on March 25, Avhen Julius Caesarivititrp-: 
duced his calendar (not on March 21, as"is riow 
knoAvn to be the fact), had retrograded to- 
Avards the beginning of the civil year, so that it 
coincided Avith March 11 of the calendar. In 
order once again to restore the equinox to its 
proper place (March 21) Pope; Gregory XIII. 
directed ten days to' be suppressed in the calen- 
da.r — of that year— and to prevent things going 
i:,,^pngiagfam^k leap-year dayi. 

slialfnot b'e'J^^ years 
Avhich are not multiples of 406.. iTltus he (so to 
speflk) got rid 'of three daj'S ' (put of ' the Julian 
calendar, or civil year) in every 400 years, 
since 1600 Avas retained as a leap-year, but 
1700, 1800, and 1900, though according to the 
former laAV leap-years, Avere made common 
years, Avhilst 2,000 Avill be a leap-year. In or- 
:;dei- tajcprrect^a-^ minute error, namely, 

tlie fact thst'the fcalendar year, as iioav amend- 
ed, is 26 seconds longer than the true solar;' 
year, it is proposed that the year 4,000 and' all 
its multiples shafl be' common years, and not 
leap-years. This is a matter which, though 
practical, is' of distinctly remote iniportancc. 
Sonic people like to look avcII ahead. 
/ The alteration in the calendar made by 
Pope Gregory Avas successfully opposed for a 
long time in Great Britain by popular preju- 
dice. It Avas called "ncAv sityle," and Avas at 
last- accepted, as in other European countries, 
but ;has never been adopted in Russia, Avhicn 
retiaiitis ' the' "old style;" , An Act of Parlia- 
ment was passed in 1751 ordering that the day 
following September 2, 1752. should be ac- 
counted the' 14th of that month. Afany people 
thought they had been cheated out of eleven 
.,days of life, and there Averc serious riots ! The 
vChange had been fairer made in Scotland in 
^the year i'6o6. ' ■ '

j\Ian's ingenuity is constantly devising ncAV 
applications for electricity Avhereb}' time, labor 
and the Avorrics of this bu.sy Avorld may be 
eliminated. A busy night at the theatre Avlien 
there is a "star" attraction on the boards often 
affords a scenx; of confusion at the entry Avhen' 
the audience is departing, and the- dborman..is/ 
calling for -the carriages or autos of thbse''whb- 
catne in convej'ances. The custom of calling 
"up the various driA'crs b}'- numbers, Avhich or- 
iginated in the age of tlie sedan chair, has been 
the cause of delays and confusion Avhich might 
AvcU offset the pleasures of the evening . But 
the new invention does aAvay Avith all that. 

A simple electric sign board on Avhich the 
numbers of the yaripusHcar^iag^esiare 
as they are AVarited is 'the sbltitioni .f'JJach party -, 
on arriving is presented by^thevdob^^ Avith 
a small cardboard check, tlie\s'tub 'bf 'Avhich is 
given to the driver. Over the entry of the 
theatre is a board divided into three sections, 
each of Avhich is equipped Avith a number of 
small electric lights. Each light is separately 
Avired, the Avires being led doAvn to the door- 
man's SAvitchboard. The check Avhich.the party 
retains is perforated Avith holes so arranged 
that Avhen placed in the signaling mechanism 
contacts will be made which Avill illuminate a 
series of lights Avhich Avill form figures on the 
board. The illuminated figures may be readily 
seen by the driver Avho comes forAvard for his 
IKisscngers. The Avhole device is simple, ef- 
ficient and easily operated and installed.

The above two advertisements were taken 
from a want column in one of the London pa- 
pers, and are;;pnl5^!^ifeejcaniple:0f'the many pa- 
thetic appeals''^ tnar ap^ To those 
people, whp arc accustomed to life in the great 
cities, scenes and tales of privation and suffer- 
ing are unhappily familiar, so familiar in fact 
that many have become calloused aiul indif- 
ferent to them, and can read such words as the 
above almost without emotion. But to us, who 
know little or nothing of life in the large cen- 
tres of population ;and who see little or noth- 
ing 'of distressful poverty, the knowledge that 
people must suffer as so many thousands suf- 
fer, comes something like a IjIow in the dark ; 
we don't expect it, we can't understand the 
reason for it, we can't realize its meaning, l)ut 
we feel the hurt of it none the less. Perhaps 
some of the most analytical among us will be- 
gin to probe about to find the why and the 
wherefore of such a state of things, losing sight 
of the real issue in 'discussing the conditions 
that are responsible for such distress, until 
])resently we are off the main track and have 
forgotten the incident, that caused us to think 
in the first place, in quarreling about economic 
proljlems or socialistic principles. Again, many 
of us will take still another vje\y of. such situ- 
ations, admitting that such a deplorable state 
of affairs exists, expressing regret, but adding, 
"If we begin to concern ourselves with every- 
body's troubles, Ave shall never know a mo- 
ment's peace," and advising "Don't road such 
things, or if yoii have to read them, try and 
forget them. It is useless to worr}'' over trou- 
bles you cannot alleviate." Then there is an- 
otherj-ejemcnt. a us composed of those 
pebple'wHb 'think i wrong to be happy, wick- 
ed to openly or secretly rejoice, because of the 
existence of other people's suffering. So do 
people differ temperamentally, and so do their 
views of things differ. But tlic large majority 
f)f us do not liciong to any of these classes. 
AVe liavc not the power, even if we had the in- 
clination, to forget the pictures that words of 
pathetic description or appeal conjure up be- 
fore our mind's eyes. "VVe do not want to stop 
to analyze, the stress of our emotions will not 
let us. Wc realize that known or unknown ' 
conditions have brought about such distress, 
but the main point is that the distress exists, 
distress and suffering that are wholly unfair 
and unnecessary, and with all our minds and 
souls and bodies we want to do something to 
• help those who suffer now — not ^t any future 
•time— but now, before the suffering has 
brought about sin and despair and death. 

On Christmas eve in London, a shabby, 
lioUow-cyed, pale-faced procession of fatiiers 
and mothers stood in line before Saint Mary's 
Mission. Their iialf-pennics were clutched in 
their hands, while they waited their turn to 
buy one, of the bundles of cast-off toys, to take 
home to their little children, whose simple faith 
\\ Santa Claus, in spite of^ crudest want, had 
/ot:ryet,;,been shaken; and^ -tvhpijbadv hwng ^ ^ 
]io6r. ljtti<! stockings in" b'rave>anticipation; of 
the morrow. But tlicre were only a compar- 
ative few of tiic parcels, and such a long, long 
line of eager fathers and mothers that a pa- 
thetic crowd went away cmpty-arnicd. 

Could anything be sadder than that disap- 
pointed home-goingi proQessioa? Clothing, un- 
less it would be thd tearful, wonderhig little 
children in the morning. 

And yet in spite of such tragedies the hap- 
piness of those who can be hajjpy is not a mis- 
take. But there are different kinds and de- 
grees of happiness ,an(l sonic of us who call 
ourselves the most forlunate pco()ic in the 
world have no conception at all of wiuit real 
j py- is, ;v.P'pr*; instance, a new country like this 
West of burs 'is brimful of gladness simply to 
l)e had for the taking, for it is as God made it 
for the most part, and still bears the imprint 
of His handiwork, and still lireatiies tiie limit- 
Icssncss of Jlis love. Wc have only to step 
nut a little way tO know the truth of this, into 
the pine-woods, or up on the hill, or close to 
the sea; and then the thoughts come to us 
that are unutterable, almost unthinkable in the' 
l)oignancy of their gladness. And we hive a 
right to this joy, it is ours by iicrilage ; noth- 
ing bn earth can take it from us ; it is jKirt and 
])arcel of our being; woven into the warp of 
us; utterly inscparalile from us; and we know 
instinctively that death can only bring it near- 
er. As wc grow older we realize that all ioy 
is a part of it, the joy of companionship with 
c)ne another; the joy of caring for our pyvrtjlit-- 
tie chi'idrcn, of possessing their confidence' and 
knowing their tendernesses, for all such joy 
comes from Love, and Love is God. But there 
arc other things that some of us call joys and 
consider our happiness, things that we luig to 
us, for if 'we did not keep hugging them close, 
they would slip away because of their very in- 
tangibility and worth lessncss. These arc th.e 
only joys that we lose if we stop to consider 
the sufferings of others, those who are remote 
from us by distance, I)ut who are near to us by 
kiiiship in proportion as we are near to God. 
And it is because we know that to tlictn. too, 
should belong the real happiness that with all 
the strength of our desire we want uj help 
them to it. 

There are people who would like lo con- 



vince us that the appalling distress prevailing 
among the poor in the congested centres, is not 
due to lack of fresh air, and sunlight, and wind- 
swept spaces, and the God-given elements that 
ensure life and health, but that it is a condition 
brought about by simple evolution, which 
means that after a certain degree of civiliza- 
tion is' reached, decay must §et in and the peo- 
ple begin to deteriorate..' To us in this blessed 
land of ours, the falsity of such a creed is mani- 
fest, We have a saner, more joyful belief. Wc 
know that, given fair conditions, humankind 
must steadily advance as it follows nature's 
laws and Christ's example or the God-promot- 
ed instincts that are in the depths of every 
heart. . We know that it was only because na- 
ture's laws are not followed, and because God 
had been forgotten that from time to time the 
barbarians swept away the civilizations of old. 
And so the vast majority of us want to help 
tho.sc who are in distress and to give them ' 
those things which it is the right of every man, 
wpitjanKand^child :t and to enjoy. We 

do iibt want to blind our eyes and to shut ears 
to the sights and the sounds of suffering. We 
want to alleviate and to cure. And the cure 
can be wrought, just how, each nian must de- 
cide for himself, not by waiting for .someone 
else to make a start and to instruct him as to 
ways and means, but by beginn^jig at once to 
think and to.pra}-, and God will show him a 
Avay. ; \ \

The only 
answer to such problems, lies in. the years. 
None the less, -yve hiay iibt deiiy th^' vit£il ' iii- 
tcrest today of the whole question itself. A 
i history of the: United States, so full of splendid 
successes and deplorable mistakes, but trans- 
fers a keener interest in the history of Canada, 
where such mistakes yet may be avoided. 

It is not merel}' a glib liid for interest 
which prompts any, thinker or writer of today 
to say that Canada is the hope of the world. 
Any study of Canadian colonization touches 
the notion of the expansion of an empire. I*ar 
more deeply must it be concerned with the 
wish to extend comfort and content to all those 
who, under any flag, are weary and heavy- 
laden. The author hopes to indicate that 
business and human kindness arc not incom- 
patible in private, governmental or national 
policies. In the affairs of a great government, 
a great people, the}' indeed arc inseparable, 
the one indispensable as the other. 

Necessarily, in any discussion of coloniza- 
tibn two sides appeaY/ .the business and the 
idealistic. Which shbuld preponderate? Were 
it not possible for the latter to .dp so,, perhaps 
one might not so much have cared tb under- 
take this labor. Since the theme may hold 
both, and since fundamentally and disintcrcst- 
edlv it has to do with taking human beings out 
of doors, into a wider and more useful- human 
life, and placing them under wider and bluer 
skies .;aiffprding;:a l3eter human: • horizon, the 
vvbrki'bffe'rs, sufficient interest 'toV' enlist • the 
sob^rest'tlibught of; any man. It has afforded 
iceen'delight to the author.'' -i , •• "

As Ave have more than once suggested in 
the pasti there is a sort of subtle bond bctAveen 
great victuals and great music. The exact na- 
ture of that bond eludes .scrutiny, but there it 
is. Find a lover of sauerkraut and \'OU will 
find a man who inulerstanils and admires the 
nine superb sympliouics of iAulwig van Beeth- 
oven. Such a man Avould warmly indorse the 
idea of playing the grand finale of tlie fifth 
sj'mphony during the kraut course at dinn.ers". 
'Phc determined reiterations in the code of that 
moveinent seem to suggest in a mystic Avay the 
benign endlessness of the krautian skein. 

So much for Beethoven and his gastrono- 
mic affinities. Coming to the symphonies of 
Johamies Hrahms, one di.scerns a suggestion of 
another delightful German delicatessen, to wit, 
rinderbrust mit meerettig fl)roasl of beef Avith 
horseradish sauce). If one contemplates a 
raslieirvof rinderbrust, boiled in the simple-Ger- 
man^ fashion, one comes inevitably "to -the 
thought that, in itself, it has no epicurean 
merit Avhatcver. It i.s. in fact, the most insipid 
of dishes — tough, bleak, numotonous and uuin- 
Adting. F.ating it as it comes from the p(jt 
AA'Oul^l be an appalling e.\perience fi;r a true 
connoisseur of victuals. Is there not in all this 
some hint of Brahms? Isn't it a fact that his 
symphonies as they appear in the cold, black 
and white score impress one chiefly by their 
utter lack of flavor? One seeks in vairi ior 
luscious deviltry. The passion lacks buffoon- 
ery. The bass fiddles have no piquant Avrig-. 
gles. It is magnificent, true enough, but it is 
not appetizing. 

But just as the flat rinderbrust has its sav- 
ing meerrettig, just so the symphonies of 
Brahms gain flavor in the playing. , The meer- 
rettig gives the rinderbrust ail indescribable 
tang, an ineffable sting, a quaint flavor of dia- 
blerie; and in the same way the emotions and 
mistakes of human weakness. In the midst of 
a development section as acaiicmioally jierfect 
as the binomial theorem, some irresponsible 
.viola player (suffering, perhaps, from the 
furries of cheap liquor) sounds a wolf tone or 
.snaps a .string, and the result is a golden mo- 
ment. The music, thus mutilated, in.sults tllc 
intellect, but touches the heart. One ceases 
to admire it ami begins to enjoy it. ' 

The Avhole subject, of course, is full ot 
snares, and Ave pause, for refreshnients. But 
there is need in tlae Avorld for a philosoplier

When avc know what it 
costs to run some"'of the greatest opera com- 
panies, the only Avonder is that more of them 
do not go to the Avail. Sixty thousand dollars 
weekly does not cover all the expenses incident 
upon the production of some of the master- 
pieces. ., ; . - . .. 

The phenomenal young violinist Mischa 
Elman declares that beauty of tone is the prin- 
cipal requisite of a virtuosa. "Emotion," he 
says "there should, be of course. Technic, fin- 
ished to a high degree, there must be, too. But 
unless the artist can ; express, his feeling 
through a full, rich, roiind, ;bpulent and lus- 
cious tone, he has no right to. consider his Avork 
a success. Let his agility be ever so great, let 
him have the power to excite unthinking hear- 
ers to the highest pitch of excitement by all 
sorts of clever tricks of finger agility, yet if he 
lacks the; supreme gift of producing a beautiful 
tone his name will never be mentioned along 
with those bf the great masters of the instru- 
ment. 

Doctor Torrington, of Toronto, is Canada's 
most able conductor, The Messiah which Avas 
given under his leadership in Massey hall a 
couple of Aveeks ago Avas most inspiringly ren- 
d eredf-^ Pb<Abr,^I^pmngtbn :

That he has succeeded is evidenced by the fa- 
vor Avith Avhich he is greeted Avhcrcver he per- 
forms. He has been honored b}- commands to

Windsor and Sandringham, and has made his 
national instruments, the balalaika and the 
domra so popular that over two hundred thou- 
sand arc sold in his country annually, and 
many English amateurs arc seeking instruc- 
tion on the quaint instruments. They arc pe- 
culiarly fitted for the Russian folk-tunes and 
with them is used the reed-pipe and the .shep- 
herd's reed,- both very old instruments dating 
at least from the sixteenth century.

Since it is Avell knoAvn to be a difficult 
tliin.g 1.0 detect your owir Avcakncsscs, the use- 
fulness of the deadly enemy in helping an ar- 
tist's self-criticism is obvious — should he wish 
to practise self-criticism." 

The following extract from the Ladies' 
Home Journal dealing with the charms and the 
faults of the ten greatest prima donnas is 
Avorth reading : - 

The most beautiful female voice heard by 
the present generation of operagocrs is that of 
Mine. Melba, asserts;'M_j-,.v -Jicnderson. It is 
Avondcrfully pure, uriusualiy strong for its 
type, and the scale is perfectly equalized. 
Though her singing is lacking in v/armtli and 
emotional expressiveness, her otherwise pcr- 
fecl qualities make her hearers forget this 
shortcoming. She is a great singer, despite her 
limitations. 

Mine. Senibrich, though Avithout the pe- 
culiar penetrating brilliancy of Melba, pos- 
sesses a A'oice of a softer, mellower tint, whicii 
is better suited to the expression of tender 
, feelings. It does not equal .VIelba's in the mat- 
^' tcr of perfection''of scale, but the great skill in 
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lis development has made the difference be- 
tAveen the two practically imperceptible,;. 
What places Mme. Sembrich so much higher 
as an artist than many of her colleagues is 
her thorough musicianship. Her phrasing is 
perfect, and she has at her command everj' 
subtle detail of shading and interpretation, 
lier greatest heights are not attained in oper- 
atic roles, but in the delivery of songs, such asM) 
Brahms' "Wie Melodien,"' "Strauss' "Aller^f^ 
seelcn," and Schumann's "Fruhlingsnacht." 

Mme. Tetrazzini has achieved the great 
fame Avhich is hers chiefly through her ability 
to astonish the unthinking by the brilliancy of 
her coloraturc. Her staccato, Mr. Henderson 
says,|hp.;WOirtde^^^ on high 

tonestand.a^few^b^^ things of this type con-' 
stittite the; excellences of her art. Her trill, 
however, leaves much to be desired, while her, 
ascending scales are slovenly in execution and 
uneven in tone. There are unpleasant breaks 
between her registers, her phrasing is short 
and spasmodic, and her lower tones arc thin 
and infantile. ^ ■ . •■ ^ 

Mary Garden, in Mr. Henderson's opinion, 
is not entitled to serioiis corisideratibn as a 
singer. Her A'oice is thin and acid in quality, 
and she has little regard for the technic of vo- 
calization. Her success is due to the fact that 
she understands the apparatus of the theatre, 
and if she cannot sing such parts as Thais or 
Salome, she composes them with a splendid 
knowledge of effect, and interprets them Avith 
great cleverness, i ^ , ■ ^ --/-iiV^.-itS/r^^ji-S^^^ 

As for Geraldiric Fari^'Ahe^ writei?^ 
.that her abilities have been overrated: Tlibiigli 
she is charming in appearance, and gifted Avith 
dramatic temperament, her A'oice has never 
been properly placed, and she is a victim of the 
"big-tone" habit, Avith the result that her piano 
is Aveak and deficient in control. She conquers 
the public by her personality. 

mcs. Nordica and Gadski - are dramatic 
•singers par excellence. .The former has'all her 
life been a close student of vocal art, and she: ', 
knows how to sing. Her voice has a bad spot'--'' 
just above the treble clef, and her art has never 
been able to smooth this over.

But the singer 
does licit liie.^itate to strain for 'high tones, and 
slie has bf late been in the. liabit of singing 
cA'crything Aviith explosive delivery, and fre- 
quently off the. key. 

Mmcs, Fremstad and lioiner are two others 
hampered by poor technic, Mme. Fremstad's 
mezzo origin is still evident in her voice, Avhich 
IS of the same dark quality as before slie under- 
took high soprano roles.

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/ENGLISH SOyEREIGNS, 

"Foul as it is, hell itself is defiled by ihf. 
fouler presence of John." So wrote a contem- 
porary after the death of the "Ent^lish Kin;',' of 
.that name. Yet he was industrious, agreeable, 

■ biiiliant in conversation and possessed of 
much charm of manner. On the other hand, 
he was pusilanimous in the presence of his en- 
cnues,,a wretched bungler, a faithless hus- 
b^n^l^'an^^'un brother, 
nnworthy of confidence, violence in temper, 
and, there is only' too much reason to believe, 
■A murderer. His youni;- neplicw, Arthur, right- 
ful heir to the Crown, was said to have' been 
killed l)y Joim with his own hands. Yet in 
the providence of God thescj;:v:er3%q«aHti 
wdiich made him hateful to all, wlvb knew bin), 
were instrumental - in bringing English liberty 
a long way hearer its consummation. 

When we thinlc^fvjohn, we almost always 
associate the Great'Ghar'ter Avith his nanie ; l:)Ut 
not so his contemporaries, They nicknamed 
him "Lackland," and willi good reason, and it 
Avas because he was Avorthy of this term of 
contempt that the Charter became .possible. .. 
W.e have seen that Avhen Coeur de Leon died 
he was ruler of all the lands from tlie Tyne to 
the Pyrenees monarch of a goodlier realm 
than any other sovereign of his time. Mad lie 
seen fit to proclaim himself Emperor, and. in- 
stead of risking his life in petty conflicts, had 
aimed at greater things, llic history of West- 
ern Europe might have been different. Jiiit 
Richard Avas more of a fighter thaq a. diplo- 
mat, even in those days AvHen" diplbfnacy 
Avorked chiefly Avith tlie sword. It is not to be 
understood that Richard ruled this extensive 
. realm as King of England, or that John suc- 

■ 'cecded to it by virtue of that title. These lands 
Avcrc not the "dominions of England, but' only 
the personal appanages of the man, Avho was 
English .sovereign. John Avas King of Eng- 
land and Nornmndy, dukq pf.Aquilaine and 
over-lord of Anjou, Alairie and Tbrrainc, c.r 

-•rather he would have held all these titles, if 
he had been able to maintain them. Not be- 
efing able, they all passed out of liis control cx- 
"■cept England. 

A few Avords of explanation are necessary. 
^Villianl the Conqueror,. Williamv^Rufus, / 
Henry I, Stephen, Henry II and RicTiaird'.werc ' 
sovereigns oi^/England, but they werc not- 
English sovetgiginst They ruled Englar.'.l. 
chiefly from the Continent. They were nicn 
Avho Avere more concerned about the posses- 
sions of their family in Avhat is noAv France 
than about their rights in the British Isles. So 
that Avhen they asked for money to carry on 
their Avars, it Avas forthcoming, th93/|cared: lit- 
tle for Avhat was transpiring on tlie otiiei|: s^ 
of the English Channel. We onght^npC '-to 
think, for example, of Richard as a King of 
England avIio Avas also Count of Anjou, but as 
a Count of Anjou, who was also King of Eng- 
land, if Avc Avould get his vicwijoint in respect 
to English affair.s. During these years of 
foreign rule the people of England Avere 
steadily developing the principles and prac- 
tices of self-government. The first steps in 
that direction Avei-e taken in the tOAvns Avhere 
trades and merchants' guilds were formed for 
mutual assistance and protection. The mem- 
bers of these guilds soon learned the value 
of united action and discovered in the iini)ov- 
crished purses of ivings and barons a means 
Avhereby they could secure the recognition of 
their rights and an extension of their prin- 
ciples. It is undoubtedly true that inany of 
ythe liberties of the British people Avere bought 
%Vith blood, but it is also true that for many of 
them the coin of the realm Avas paid and that 
not always with a liberal hand. This move- 
ment towards popular cniranchiscmciU began 
very .shortl\' after ihc cnnciuest. and ])rogressed 
by sloAV degrees until in the time of John the 
country';;c9ntained many self-governirig.-bor-: 
oughs Avitiiin which the rights of the common 
people Avcrc ffiirly avcII defined. The barons 
were not nearly as Avell situated in this re- 
.spect as the artizan and trading classes for 
they Avere disliked by them and Avere distrust- 
ed by the King. 'i'hcA- were as a rule too poor 
in money to contribute much lo the carrying 
on of foreign Avars and they were utterly out 
of sympathy; with the people ;of- the towns.' 
They ruled their own tenants almost accord- 
ing to their own SAveet Avills- for' the ancient 
right of the people to a fair trial on their oaths 
in the established courts was systematicallv 
ignored. And yet as events proved, the barons 
found themselves forced in their own de- 
fence to take a position wliich did more than 
anything else to establish British institutions 
upon their present foundation. 

It was to such an England as this that 
John came after losing all his continental pos- 
sessions, and it was to deal Avith tlic ]iroldenis 
presented by a country, in which (he principles 
of individual liberty were being asserted by 
men avIio had learned bow to maintain ihem, 
(hat this tyrannical and hinniiiated King w.-is 
called upon, after he had been deprived of 
those realms, Avhich his predecessors Jiad val- 
ued above everything else, and to maintain 
Avhich the Avealth of the Eiiglish people had 
been freely contributed. 

John's failure to appreciate the sentiments, 
traditions and determination of the English 
jjeoplc Avas complete; but his monumental 
error Avas his fpiarrel with the Church. It 
arose in 1205 OA'cr the choice of an Archbishop 
of Canterbury;ifi.'J?IieT^ Avantcd one man ; 
the King iinoith'eVi'''the Pope would acce])t 
neither and iiahicd Stephen. Langton for the 
position. John refused to recognize him, and 
thereupon the Pope laid England under an in- 
terdict and ordered the King of France to take 
the country. John, afler delay, submitted and 
agreed to hold his Crown as tributary to the 
Pope. Scarcely had he made his peace Avith 
Romeithan .thc barons refused to obey his com- 
niahds arid assist in equipiling an army to"" 



serve in France. . A great council Avas; held at 
St.' Albans, where the barons and' representa- 
tives of the boroughs met. Langton Avas the 
guiding spirit of the people. He produced at 
St. Albans the Charter of Heniy I,, and the 
council resolved that upon this they Avould 
take their stand. . Shortly after John Avent to 
the Co'ntinent;iin|tlT^e:f;liope;=^ con- 
federacy Avith .dem'any4bT m of 
France, but failed ignominiously, and returned 
to England only to be confronted Avith a union 
between the barons and the burghers i-esolved 
to put an end to his tyranny for all time. The 
result Avas Magna Charta. As over-lord of 
England, the Pope refused to recognize this as 
binding, but in the end the people of England 
had tlieir Avay,;andvt^^^^^^ became 
a limited 'mbrikrchy^!" For the first time the 
people and the baronage were united, and to- 
gether they laid the foundation of English lib- 
erty. ' • 
Magna Charta is a thing we often hear 
si)oken of; but fcAV of us have ever seen it or 
Avould understand it''.if-Aye^dM^^ its 
provisions relate to niatteVs 'conceftiing'which 
so little has been knoAvn for several centuries 
that s6, learned a Avriter as Blacksfone, Avhen 
he attempts to epitomize it. does not convey a 
clear meaning' in many respects. It dealt very 
largely Avith cjuestions arising out of the feudal 
(enure of land, and these did not long survive 
the granting of the Charter, for parliamentarv 
government Avas established not long after- 
Avards, and with its coming many of tlic' fea- 
tures of feudalism took their departure. Some 
])oints co\-cred in (he Charter may be men- 
(ioneil.' It established the right of persons to 
leave a part of their personal property by will; 
it fixed the right ol dower; it enjoined a nni- 
I'orniity of weights ami measures ; it lorliade 
the granting of exclusive fishing ])rivileges; it 
fixed the court of common pleas at Westmin- 
ster and provided' for regular circuit courts ; it 
confirmed the liberties of the London and 
other boroughs. Hut its chief pro\'ision, so 
far as the rights of the people are concerned, 
is the following: 

"No freeman shall be l.nken or imprisoned 
or be disseized of his freehold or liberties or 
free customs, or be outlawed or exiled or other- 
wise "clamagcd, nor Avill we pass upon him or 

' serid;\upon In^ but by lawful judgment of his 
peers: prrtlie/ law of thcTand.'' ^ 
V vTlie^ScjicAv Avords arc the corner-stone of 
I5riti.sh liberty, for by them the King ackno\yl- 

. edged liimself to be subject to the law. There 
Avas nothing in them that Avas Avholly ucav, for 
it was claimed that the Charter in this respect 
only followed the laws of Edward the Con- 
fessor, and these AA'cre said to havd only been,-;; 
a compilation of the hm'S of the' ahbestors of; 
(lie English |)eop!e 'Tom time immemorial; but 
however this may be, the great fact stands un- 
ciiallcnged that at Runymedc. when Joint gave 
unwilling assent to (lie paragraph above cpiot- 
ed, the ])eo])le of luigland secured the recog- 
nition of rights such as were at that time en- 
joj-ed by no other jjeople and out of Avhich has 
grown that splendid fabric of' fr'efidoni^vand^^^^^^ 
equality before the law, \vhich iS' tlie^'birth-''^ 
right of the British people, every where. 



BEGINNING OF HISTORY 

So many discoA'eries are being ma4e,"-. inW 
Egyjit that it is impossible to say when the 
historical period in . that country may not be 
found by and b^'e to begin. At present , it 
dates ^from Menes, founder of . the .First, -Py-.;., 
nasty, Avho lived, it is varidusiy cstiiiriated; ' 
from .3S82 to 5004 before Christ. Vp to the 
time of (he second Persian con([uest, Avliich 
event took place about 340 I!,C., there had 
jjecn thirty dynasties. For upwards of three 
thousand years, Egypt had been an indepen- 
dent kingdom, but it fell under the dominion 
of Artaxerxcs, since Avhich time, Avliich is more 
than tAvo ^itho^sand: , years., ^ag^, .no . native : 
prince has 'ever 'occupied ' ;the'""thfo'ri(;; ''thus.; 
strangely fulfilling the prophecy of Ezekiel ut- ^ 
lered nearly two hundred years before, when 
he said; "Thus s;iitli the Lord (<od ; I will de- 
stroy the idols and I Avill cause their images t(.> 
cease out of Noph, and there shall be no move a 
])rince in the land of Egypt, and I will put a 
fear in the land of Egypt." It has been esti- 
mated that atjeast four thousand yeans elapsed 
in the d'evel'opmeht of Egyiitian civilization be- 
fore the tiine of Menes, and excavations in the 
deposits of the Nile valley 'seem to justify th6 
belief that e\'en at a more remote period the in- 
habitants of that land were at least as far ;id- 
vanced in civilization as the Indians of (he 
Northwest Coast were ri centur_\- ago. Tlie 
earliest Egyptian moiiunicnts point to a myth- 
ological. agQ,,. which is not evidenced ;.;by any 
relics that liavc .siiice' fieen discovered. This 
has led some im-estigators to belicA'c that the 
h",g}l)tian race originally had its home else- 
where and migrated into (he Nile valley ])rc- 
sniiiably from the north. Many features of the 
Great Pyramid are said to justify this theory. 
It is impossible for anyone to say what further 
discoveries may bring to light, ljut we iii;iy at 
.present assume that thCjClavvh of history, using 
tHe term in its broadest'' sense, began Avith a 
,))eople possessing ,some skill in the manufac- 
ture of stone implements and pottery, living on 
the banks of the Nile about 10,000 years ago. 
It is proi^er lo say, IioAvever, that "this con- 
elusion is not reached from anything stated bv 
the ancient l'',gyptian.< (lienisei^'es, but from 
archaeological evidence, the nature of Avliich 
Avas explained in one of the earlier articles of 
this scries. 

The absence of any definite chronology in 
ancient Egypt and the fact that in such .ecords 
as are preserved on the monuments several 
years are mentioned, each year varying in 
length, makes it necessary lo refer, to contem- 
jiorary records to determine Avith any -.xp- 
proach to acv,uracy Avhen certain events took ; 



place. In this Avay Ave learn that considerable 
commerce Avas carried on between Egypt and 
Babylon as iong ago as 3,000 .B. C. According 
to some investigators it was about this time 
that Abraham went to Egypt, although the 
generally accepted HcbrcAV chronology as- 
signs the date to about a thousand years later. 
The story of Abraham is_really the beginning; 
of Hebrew history and may be appropriately' 
referred to in this place. The version Avhich is 
here epitomized is taken from the Book of 
Genesis as given in the King James Bible. 
There are other accounts of this great leader, 
and they vary in details, but they agree sub- 
stantially. We first hear of him as living in 
the Chaldean city known as Ur, Avhence he re- 
ihoVfed .^vith his father to Haran, leaving that 
placc'after thfc death of ' his father to go to 
Canaan,' Avhcre he arrived in due season; but 
he did not remain in anj' fixed abode, but con- 
tinued his journey towards the south. A fam- 
ine occurred and Abraham went down into 
ligypt, where apparently there Avas food in 
abundance. We have here thc:|:acffOUnt';of.'a; 
series of events intrinsically iKobai)le''rin(;rsuf-' 
ficiently corroborated by contemporary hi.s- 
tory as to make it Avholly unnecessary to in- 
sist upon any inspired account having been 
given of it before accepting it as true. I 'loni it 
we learn that at this lime Egyptian civilization 
was well advanced. Indeed there is reason to 
suppose it to have been quite as well advanced 
in many important p/irticulars as ours is today. 
Later Egypt Avas invaded by Avhat arc knoAvn 
as the Hyskps, or Shepherd Kii'g-'^. ^vbo sub- 
dued the country Avithout striking a blow, and 
ruled it for more than two centuries. As far as 
can be ascertained the Shepherd Kings came 
out of Arabia, whence other hordes have come 
to conquer adjoining lands. One of these 
eruptions was directed against Babylon, Avhich 
Avas unable to Avithstand it. The last was after; 
the death of Mohammed, Avhen eastAvard 'aiid- 
Av est ward the fierce Arab warriors spread utt- 
til they ruled the whole region from the Indus 
on the east to the Atlantic on the Avcst. v 

While there is consideralile uncertainty 
about the early history of Egyi)t, there is no 
doubt that the people of the country Avere ex- 
ceeding prosperous six or seven thousand 
ycars^ago^gwh^^ not only Avith 

lands afoliml' tlie 'M l^"t even as 

far as Britain and the shores of the Baltic. 
There is a break in the record and Avith it a 
break in the progress of the people, VAdio, al- 
though they afterwards attained great sjilen- 
dor, never again appear to have approached the 
eminence reached in those earlier days. 

The beginnings of history have now been 
!faiirly;;;cp^er|ed in :this series of articles. Nothing- 
.■elajjorate-^^^^^^^^ and little effort 

has been made to giyc . details. The conclusion 
from the' iuA'-estigatiori^ Avhlch has necessarily 
been A'ery siiperficial so far as Avhat has been 
Avritten is concerned, seems to be that before 
Avhat Ave call history begins there Avns a long 
period of human progress; that the Iiistorical 
races arc not living in their original homes, 
.buti\^!^i;ej'(jini|^ranite^^^ there 
^s'^a^b^ak'-in'the^'^^^^^^^^ records, 
suggesting something \'ery like a universal ca- 
tastrophe, and that the memory of Avhat oc- 
curred previous thereto, is the basis of Avhat avc 
ordinarily refer to as heathen mythology. 

: , " MANY MENi MANY MINDS 

In the latest lists of religious sects upwards 
of two hundred and fifty, and of these moi-c 
th.an>twp.;liu.ndr,ed, are, .or claim to be, of the 
Christiair faitli. ' ' Many people on looking 
through the list will note the absence of some 
names. These will be those of minor and 
l)urely local religious organizations, chiefly of 
a temporary character. Those .given in the list 
are only the principal ones and a considerable 
number of them are extinct. Fundamentally 
all these Christian sects are identical, that is, 
^tltey :a|:;e^,based) upon , the; idea^^^o human ac- 
' cbiutitabilfty^^' t^ '^Prnmpptent' God, and, in- 
deed,' the same; obserya^ipii might be made in 
regard to the non-Christian sects, although in 
some instances the)' place, the Divine Being 
upon so exalted a jilane as to remove Him be- 
yond the scope of human thought. The Chris- 
tian sects vary in maii_\' Avays ; some of them 
hold one view of the nature of the Deity and 
others -another. For example, there have al- 
\yays. been, sects' Avhichj Ayhile accepting the 
teachingS jbi Gbrist,,..dp/ not look upon Plim as 
cP-eq'ii'ial with GocL ^here is much divergence 
of vicAv as to what is to be underslood b}' the 
expression Holy Ghost. Questions of church 
government afford a wide grDUiid for diver- 
sit.\- of thought, the exlrenies bein.g represented 
by the Church of Rome, which in spiritual mat- 
ters regards the I'ope as the infallilde head, 
and by the Congregationalists, who acknowl- 
edge no authority outside of their own local 
religious organizations. 'J'hcrc arc ceremonial 
differences. There arc difference of belief as 
to the methods by which the Holy Spirit affects 
indivicliials, and as lo so many olher matters, 
that it Avoulcl be ini]iossil)Ic iov any one to state 
them fully. Some of llie tenets of some of (he 
sects appear grotesque to any person avIio does 
not accept them, ;ind it almost alway.s happens 
that these ])arlicitlar tenets are those, that are 
maintained Avith the greatest tcn.icity; It is to 
be observed that Avithin the Roman Catholic 
Church there arc no sects, although there are 
many orders. Substantially Roman Catholi- 
cism is the same \\diere\'er it is found, although 
there ma\- be local traditions and superstitions 
A\diicli influence its adherents in some places, 
in the Greek Church there is considerable 
diversity of opinion; but the greatest differ- 
ences arc fotmd in the Protestant branch of the 
Church and chiefly among EnglishTSpgaking 
|-)eople. America has been a very' prolifii*'/ soil' 
for the production of religious sects, and iiot- 
Avitlistanding the tendency of the great de- 
nominations towards union, there seems lo be 



no cessation in the -formation of new sects, 
'although none' of thein appears likely to as- 
sume any particular importance in determin- 
ing the religious life of the people. 

These differences of opinion are regarded 
by many people as a sign of Aveakness in the 
.religious Avorld; but this is by no means cer- 

;;;tain.: ;''Vyherever there is. much- mental activity 
aiid 'comp^ liberty of speech, this tendency 
to the multiplication of sects is found. The 
majority of these denominations may be dis- 
missed as unimportant. They have their ori- 
gin in causes, Avliich do not touch the w'elfare 
of humanity in any special degree. They arc 
the outcome in many cases of an ignorance 
\vhich magnifies trifles and attempts to under- 
stand the unkno\yabIe.^;.-T^^ come into ex- 
istence in response' to a' demand for something 
Avhich the great denominations do not appear 
able to supply, and Avhich are in point of fact 
the outcome of a diseased -imagination. Not 
infrecpiently they are organized by men, Avho 
are actuated by motives the reverse of right- 

ieptis.;;'^M6i;ia;V;ff^^ they are due to an 

^lionest'effoRt' oii the part of people to seek for 
light and - to gain spiritual strength. The ex- 
istence of sects of the latter kind is avcII Avorth 
a very great deal of consideration, for their 
multiplication shows the existence of an un- 
satisfied longing in the minds of those avIio 
unite with them. The grotesque performances 
of some sects, the emotional paroxisms of 

.: othersy-- arise out of a demand for something 
that'is not supplied by the greater chiircK or- 
.ganizations, and it may well be that the latter, 
instead of condemning the former as evil, 
might Avitli advantage study them, and ^ee 
wherein they fail to meet Aviiat may be the 
]ierfectly natural and legitimate needs of the 
human soul, Avhcn it has ijegun to reach out 
into the UnknoAvn to satisfy its longings. 
These minor, and, , as many of us think, ill- 

• balanced. sects prove that there is in humanity 
a longing for something that creeds and cere- 
monies do not satisfy. 'J'he most of us look 
upon the revivalist and his methods with more 
or less disfavor, and greatly discount the re- 
sults attributed to his labors; but surely the 
fact that "revivals" are possible shoAvs that 
there is an aspect of man's spiritual life that 
the regular church organizations touch only 
very lightly, if they touch it at all. 

It is claimed that the existence of sects is 
a sign of religious life, and if avc may deduce 
any legitimate conchu;ion from arguments 
from analogy, we are bound to admit such to 
be the case. On the other hand, it must be ad- 
mitted that the sufficiency of authority is re- 
lied upon in a very great degree in all religious 

: organizations, Avhether it is vested in a Pope, 
a Patriarch, a Synod, a? Conference, or iiV the 
leader of the' latest sect to be formed. The 
greatest degree of infallibility ever claimed for 
any Pojie is not greater than that claimed for 
the late John Alexander Dowie b}'' those AAdio 
accepted him as their leader. 'Lhus avc .sec 
that the exercise of the utmost religious liberty 
in the end leads to a desire on the part of men 
not only for .spiritual widencc within them- 
selves of the reality of their faith' but for" some 
infallible guide other than their oavu reason 
and conscience. Herein avc are all alike, and 
thus Avc see rniining through all the religious 
sects what might become a bond of .sympath)'-, 
drawing them together and making them more 
powerful for gootl. There will probably al- 
Avays be a divergence of. view on religious 
topics;!^ E'WSii of the 

Chiii-ch '.wliidi'. cliscoura research 
into things pertaining to the religious life there 
are wide differences, Avhich do not find expres- 
sion in any overt way. And Avhen yon stop to 
think of it, you will realize that this must be 
so. for when we come to the spiritual and moral 
Avorld, it is impossible that we should all apply 
to it the language of the material world in 
(piite the same sense. The inadequacy of lan- 
guage to express thoughts relative to the deity 
is noAvhere -:bctter.,: exentplifiecl : ;than;.: iin - j tlic. 
Church of ■E'nglaitd" Prayer Book. ""^ 
sibilit:y (3f accurately defining things in them- 
selves indefinable, which has led to schisms in- 
numerable and pro\-ed a stumbling lilock to 
many individuals, .'ends force 10 the claim tluit 
the Church itself should be entrusted Avitli the 
formulation of doctr ines and that the mass <d 
mankind should accept its statements of these 
as sufficient, and concern themselves sim- 
pl3'-'With the frtiits-of, religion, Avhich ought to 
be right living and spi.rituab.cxaltation.

A Centurj) of Fiction 
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Henryk Sienkiewiez 

Poland, that country of tragic history, can 
claim one of the most remarkable and versatile 
of modern Avriters, in the person of Henryk 
Sienkiewiez. To most Canadians, in fact to 
most of the English-spea-king world, his name 
is familiar principally t)irough his being tlie 
author of ''Quo Vadis," \Yhich xcry graphic 



novel, the scene of Avhich is laid in Nero's 
time, nearly all fiction lovers haA'^e read. But 
the Polish author is more deservedl.v famous 
as bein.g responsible for three of tlic most thril- 
ling and vividly toUl Iiistorical romances that 
have ever been Avritten in any language. This 
is as it should be, and according to the best in 
nature, for- the heart of a patriot beats in the., 
breast of Sienkiewiez, and he rises to heights ' 
of inspired genius Awhen he Avrites of those 
things Avhich are his by heritage, the memories 
of some of the bravest battles ever fought, 
Avherein have figured many of the greatest and 
noblest men whose names have emblazoned 
the pages of historv. His trilogv of tales, 
"\¥ith Fire and SAvord," "The Dc'lugc," and 
"Pan Michaely",.deal;^^^^^ days 
when John;>SbDifeslcit#a^se^^^^ all Europe 
ablaze with admiration through his marvelous ^ 
martial successes. Poland Avas then the' im-1 
])rcgnable stronghold of Christian civilization 
in the liast, and John Sobieski, the command- 
er-in-chief of her armies, Avas one of the most 
gallant warriors that the Avorld has ever seen. 
Later he Avas made king, and the ; scene in 
Avhich he av.is iianied ;and;'choSentas,^;Pp^ 
ruler is familiar to all history ' lbveirs:'^''ih''^^^ 
counts such as these (here is abundant ma- 
terial and inspiration for novelists, and it is 
doubtful if even the most far-fetched fictitious 
romance could surpass in Avonderfnl adven- 
tures, martial pageantrj-, deeds of daring and 
acts of heroism, the vivid reality of things as 
they then Avere. SienkicAviez has the inspira- 
tion of the true patriot, a beautiful command 
of langua.ge, a magnetic power of description, 
and a scholarly mastery of rhetoric; hence the 
perfection of his historical Avorks. Eminent 
critics have compared his favorably in the mat- 
ter of style and delineation Avith Homer and 
Shakespeare. 

Besides -this historical trilogy, and his 
longer novels, SienkicAviez is the author of 
such poAverful shorter stories that he easily 
takes first place among those Avho make this 
class of writing their specialty, doing liis best 
Avork when he deals Avith his own country and- 
his own people. 

Facts pertaining to the life of this gifted 
Avriter arc difficult to obtain. He has ahvays;, 
been very reticent in regard to himself, lie.: 
Avas born sixty-four years ago at Wola Okry-'' 
ska, in Lithuania. His talent for Avriting Avas;- 
early in CAddence, and he determined to folloAV 
his literary;;bent,;-. :He;ente journaljsttc 
field as editoi-'bf 'a paper ca^ the Nieva, and 
in 1872 produced his first Avork of fiction,, enr^j 
titled "No Man Is a Prophet. iii;'IJil"Pwit| 
Country." Four years later he came, to Ameri- 
ca and lived for some time in California, \vhere 
he became, one of a literary coterie Avhich num- 
bered ampngi|itsf members the then famous 
actress ; MaMm'e\'Modjes^^^ W'hilc here he 
contributed to Various v papers and magazines, 
and in 1880 piiblish'ed his work on Tartar slav- 
ery. Next caihe his three historical romances, 
Avhich immediatel}'- brought liini into the light 
of fame, and set him in his own country upon 
the highest literary pedestal. A very remark- 
able psychological novel folloAved, entitled 
"Beg Dogmatu" {^Vithout Dogma), which 
giA'cs evidence pf the author's Avonderful ver- 
satility. 

From time to time SicnkicAviez has contrib- 
uted to ncAVspapers and magazines. He has 
travelled extensively, but could never live long 
away from his native land. Ide married hap- 
pily early in life, but hi.s Avife did not live 
mauA' years, and it was his grief at her pre- 
mature loss that no doubt inspired the noblest 
liassa.ges in "Pan j\Iicliael," descriptive of the 
lovers' parting,.-iPr this last one of the trilogy.; 
was completed^shbrtly after her death.

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ORCHARD PLANTING, PRUmNG AND 
SPRAYING 

By George Heatherbell, Glen Lea Farm, Col- 
wood, B. C. 
Have the land in as g-ood heart as possible. 
That is, have it luider-draincd to carry off the 
surface water, and to conserve the moisture, 
let in the air arid warmth of the sun. . Or, at 
least, head the water off by open ditches until 
such tfme as you can properly under-drain the 
land. 

A good clover sod makes a fine bed fori 
planting on. Dig large holes, throwing «ont 

. the subsoil, then fill with sod,s and surface soil 

v to the level the tree is to stand, Avhich would 
be about two inches deeper tha'^ it would 

V stand in the nursery. After carefully trimming 
the roots, that is, making a clean-cut of all the 

: bruis?^gr0jtj^||jt^

. extra long ones to balance them, so they won't 
be, sending the sap all on one side of the tree. 

ji^|^t;,nee^Sat\yoA^ plant a tree properly, one 

f tc^inplcl}^l?in-piac(e^^ to fix and to fill in thd 
eai-th around the roots, while the other fills in 
the soil. Be careful to keep the roots near the 
top separate from the ones lower down, so that 
each part of tlie root will have its own portion 
of soil to feed from — this is very important — 

:; and work it in with your fingers well up under 
the, crown, so th&t there will be no air spaces,; 
shaking the tree a little to help settle the soil' 
well down. If the soil was very dry, put a pail 
of water in the hole when about half full, then 
fill up with all surface soil, and tramp in solid, 
but do not tramp the top layer of two inches 
or so. You only expect to plant tlie tree once, 
and it pa3-s the biggest kind of interest to do it 
well then. .It is extremely interesting and in- 
deed very satisfactory to see a fruit tree re- 
sppndjctp .iyour efforts and encouragement in 
the way^df making it grow, and to see it doing 
its very best for the treatment it is getting at 
your hands. > 

After comes the point of heading your 
tree. There are two ways of doing this. One 
is the "pyramid" and the other is the "vasd''i^ 
Of "goblet" sliape. I prefer the vase shape, 
only you must avoid having any bad crotches, 
they are likely to split down when heavily 
laden with fruit or soft snow. The vase 
shape is better for letting in the sun and 
air, and when the fruit bends down the limbs, 
they bend outwards, and, consequently al- , 
low the sun in still more, which insures a higi 
colQr^iiii^Dhen, it is easier to keep the 
tree^'witnmfpdu^ and make it much better 
for' spraying arid picking and. working among 

."your treed ■ generally. : . . , . . . 

One objection to the pytamid kind is that 
if a strong grower, in a few years it runs so 
high that you have to cut off the top any way, 
and then the trouble commences; also when 
the fruit brings down the limb.s. thcv droop 
down on each otlier^and form a close ma§^s. It

When planting an orchard, plant ni/,alter- 
natc rows, or just plant two rovv,s of each kind

There are two points particularly to be im- 
pressed upon you, and they may as well be 
put in here, one, .that it is quite possible, and 

" not a hard job eithef, to have apples free from 
scab and clean ; and the other, that it is pos- 
sible to make old trees profitable, if not too far 
gone and they bear the riglit kind of fruit. So 
you need not be discouraged wlien tlic inspec- 
tor comes along. But although that is true,, 
you must not suppose it can be done without 
an. effort on your part. . • 

First, get the jSoil in gppA^^^^^ and se6 

that it is fairly drained, so'^tHat the water does 
not lie on tlic land 'for any length of time. En- 
rich the soil by putting on the best manure 
you can obtain, or failing that, plow in clover, 
as a fertilizer. 

Any old trees that do not bear the right 
kind of apples should be cut off as low as the 
liead will allow, and top-worked to a better 
kind of ajiple. Scrape the rough bark off the 
trunk ancl large liinl).s, so that'.thc No. i spray 
can get the best chance to get at tiic \):u-k 
louse ; the old bark makes a fine hiding place 
for them; and dig out the borers,. whieh you 
can easily find in early spring arid- ; summer.' 
Then, with good spraying and good cultiva- 
tion tlioroughly done, yoii will be able to watch 

. the trees grow and in three years become pro- 
fitable. 

Plant trees by the triangle, or what is call-, 
cd the equilateral triangle method; that is, 
every tree stands in the centre and e(]ually 
distant from six others, which gives a greater 
s])acc for air and light, and trees so planted 
may be at a less distance than in the square 
and still have more room, and it gives you 
three ways of cultivation. The trees will be 
some two or three feiJt closer between the 
rows than they are apart in the row. 

Pruning 

As stated before, the. vase sliaj^e is tlic one 
I prefer, and have the trees, headed- from one 
rsnd a half to two feet high, where the limbs 
'start out from, and have from three to five 
branches yto start tile head. 

Pru'ning-^why do we prurie ? 

One reason why we prune young trees is 
to make the tree grow in the form we wish to 
to Have it, and to.keep the top within bounds, 
as, if a very, strong grower, the top would be 
top heavy for the, stem, and blow over or 
break down, And we prune bearing trees 



with^'';i^iew to more profitable bearing. A tree 
will bear Avell if not pruned at all, and as 
nature intended it to do. In fact, nature aimsi 
to produce seed ; aifd this is its chief aim. But 
the fruit-grower is hot directly concerned ' 
about seed production. What he wants is a 
iarge apple; that is, jiibre pericarp yfprt^^ 
, arpund; the carpel, or, in otliM;: 
fleshfaMriirid the core ; and tHisf|S^secSHi|atte 
the expense of seed production.f.andMertility.''!*' 
The question then is, how can you prune a 
bearing tree to make the fruit larger, better 
color, and better quality? You must let in the 
sunlight, and train the tree so as to have an 
open top when loaded with fruit. So that you 
.must cut away the excess of limbs, so that the 
surilight can get all through . the top ' of : the 
tree. There mustnot be too many leaves, 
either, to act as a blanket,' keeping out the sun, 
yet still enough to transform the sap into the 
riecessarye' ingredients to make good fruit. 
Summer Pruning 
You must, of course, study the habits' of 
your trees in regard to their growth. Those 
tsiat are inclined to grow down, like the "Bell- 
flower," you must prune up, and those that are 
inclined to grow up, like the ''Spy," , prune 
down. But always remember that wfien the 
tree starts to hear, the limbs will naturally 
come down, more or less. Always make the 
cut clean and not too close to destroy the bud, 
and leave an ugly spur or elbow. 

Keep the tree from getting bushy as far a.s 
possible, and in taking off large limbs, always 
cut close in, to avoid new ^hoots starting 
around the wound; and if they do start 
through the summer, take them off. 

When looking at a tree to see how to com- 
mence, first start on those limbs you know 
have to come out, that is, those that arc cross 
from one side to the other, and those that arc 
too close to others and interfere with the light 
and air getting in. Then look to the balancing 
of your tree. ^I think it a bad practice to cut' off 
the tips of all the -branches, whether they need 
it or not, especially if the tree is bearing well. 

If you should have a tree with a crotch that 
is likely to split, a good way to avoid that is 
to get two or three screw eye-bolts from any 
-r^r^^^Si^^XirQ. Screw them into the tree 
■•ab.ovJMh^^^^^^^^^^ and put galvanized wire 

' through' the\ eyes and twist it up. You will 
f^riH•vit"it^ea^^^arid^^ especially after the 

tree-grows around the bolt. , 
Spraying 

li^jyill^Cpme now to spraying. If possible," 
prune'first,' to econoniize in saving spray. Why 
do we spray, or what is the object? Of coufse, 
we all know it is to kill the pests that infest 
fruit trees, apple and pear and plum in particu- 
lar. But we want to learn just what kind of 
pest we have to fight, and the very best kind 
of spray to use to he the most effective, and 
the best time to apply.it. It appears now that 
in using the formula sent out by the govern- 
ment long ago, of the "Lime-Sulphur" solu- 
tion, that they were somewhat in error, in so 
.far that they gave imperial measurcinstead of 

_ American, which has made the spray weaker 
thanjntended. I believe in the American for- 
mula for sprays, for the reason that they have 
much worsel pests , tO; contend with than we 
have at-tlie present tiniie ; for instance, the San 
Jose scale and the codling moth. Therefore, 
it is my opinion that now they have proved 
their formula of the lime-sulphur solution is 
death to the San Jose scale, there is no doubt 
in my mind that it will kill anything we ha-vK; 
in that line if properly applied. They have ■ 
proved in Washington that arsenate of lead is 
much better than Paris green as an insecticide, 
one pound to 50 gallons of water for codling 
moth. It keeps in suspension much better, and 
will not wash off. 

No doubt some, have noticed the russety, 
cracked and shrunken-on-one-side appearance 
of some applies after the Bordeaux spraying. 
The New York Experiment Station at Geneva 

■ has, takeh that up, and the tests have proved 
clea.rly-.that; .it is the Bordeaux mixtures which 
causfes the injury, and not the arsenate used 
with it; that weather conditions have much to 
do with the russeting of the fruit and spotting 
of the leaves which characterize the trouble, 
and that an excess of lime is not a preventa- 
tive of the injury, and that strong Bordeaux 
causes greater injury than a weaker solution. 

I am a firm believer in the No. i spray — 
lime and sulphur solution. It is a great fitngi- 
cide, as Well as a killer of the eggs of thc^tent 
caterpillar, aphis, etc., and death to the oys- 
ter-shell bark louse or scale. I also strongly 
believe that it is a great check, if not a pre- 
A^entative, of the black spot on the bark; winch 
is a very serious trouble indeed in some or- 
chards, so much so that I have seen men quite 

' discouraged . by it in "some orchards, if you 
prune first, be sure .ypiiibitrn the prunings. 

Start on top' of the -friee and sjjray down- 
wards. Be sure and coyer ;very limb and 
branch, especially the tips, and remember after 
you get the right material.^that it is on the 
man behind the gun that the' thoroughness of 
the job depends. If there is any wind, spray 
on the weather side only, and when the wind 
goes down or changes, spray the other side. Be 
sure and Ha^r,e;;^|]^«^^r:e^ and, if possible, 

spray in weafhe'f' wlVeri''if:will quickly dry. It 
can rain. all it wants to after the No. i is dried 
bri',' it will not harm it. Use gloves soaked in 

. oil or pine tar and rub vaseline on the hands 
to save them from burning. 

I believe in leaving the No. i spray as late 
as. I dare do, before applying it, as I think the 
eggs of the tent caterpillar and aphis easier to 
destroy the nearer they are to hatching out, 
which is the case as the sun gets warmer. And 
I beiieve the No. i will largely take the place 
of the first Bordeaux spray as a fungicide, . 
when applied late or just before' the buds.|>i 
burst. Let me say again to aways remember*<- 
it is poor econoipy to save spray, as every- ' 
thing depends on the, thoroughness of the job. 



Professor Britton, of the Connecticut Ex- 
perimental Station, has shown ' conclusively 
that after it is paced on the trees its efficiency 
remains for months. He found more dead 
scales;;atithe end of two wreeks:tlian at the end 
ptix!ri:i2i^-arid rriore dead at^lhe end of four 
rr^pnths than at the end of tliree. 
'-' -.'Professor Piper, of Washingtqn State Col- 
'lege, -at Pullman, has demonstrated beyond a 
doubt that the salt is not necessary, and it is 
doubtful if it makes it stick any better, as 
some claim, as the saltless spray can be 'seen 
on the trees months after spraying. 

How to Make It 

One-one-three is the formula for making 
No. I, or 1-1-4 for a weaker solution; that is, 
one pound of clod lime, one pound of sulphur, 
and three gallons of water. Put the lime and 
sulphur together, add enough boiling water to- 
well cover the Ihne and let it; cook the solution. 
Then add Uie rest .pfj|l;e|iW^ater to:^m three 
gallons W : each, poiindloff li and sulphur. 
That is one way. .1 , j ji ' 

Another is to boiryouf irigrddierits as above 
for about one hour, or until the, mixture be- 
comes amber color. This is the nice part of 
the job, as if you boil it too long, it will change 
the chemical formation, and it will not be good, 
and if you do not boil it enough, Ihc sulphur 
will not stay in solution. It is better to liave 
the spray warm, as it works through the pump, 
better. ' 

Next Spray 

Next spray with Bordeaux or lime and 
bluestone, 4-4-40; 4 lbs. clod lime; 4 lbs. of 
bluestone, and 40 gallons water. I believe .a 
stronger solution has a tendency to harm the 
fruit and foliage., Spray first just as the buds 
are opening, and again, when|theil3|^^^ 
and again when the apples Ire "forriied''^ari^^ 
fore the calyx closes. The last is important. . 

The best way to mix the Bordeaux is to 
put the four pounds of lime in a barrel that 
will hold twenty gallons, and slack it v.'it!:, say, 
four gallons of boiling water. Then put four 
pounds bluestone in a sack (a twenty-pound 
sugar sack is just the thing), and suspend the 
sack just above'the bottom of the barrel; then 
pour boiling water, say, four gallons, and it 
will dissolve quickly. Now add water to each, 
to make twenty gallons in each barrel. Then it 
is better to have two men to dip out the lime 
and bluestone solution, pouring the same to- 
gether in your forty-gallon barrel, so that the 
solution is mixed evenly as you go. This is 
important; the reason for . this is 'that if you 
-mi?C: itiWrongly"it ma^^ that will 

curdle; as Mt-Twere,' and be' qBtd different and 
not so good. 

I may add, too, that the wdiole of this south- 
ern end of Vancouver lidand has an exceeding- 
ly bright future in the way of fruit-growing; 
even where the soil 'appears too dry you can 
make up for that largely by cultivation if you 
will only follow it up and start in before the 
ground dries out. Stir the soil, and keep stir- 
ring it, ar.tl you will find what a difference it 
makes to crops of all kinds. ^ , 

Let me say, too,' do not waste tlrne Vand 
money planting fruit trees if you cannot care 
for them properly. Do not stick them in and 
expect them to grow without good care, as 
evidently many do, leaving them in sod and 
without cultivation, and a prey to all pests and 
diseases that may come along. .•.•,,-.#5^1^*^; 

TRAINING, PRUNING AND SPRAYING 
' ' FRUIT TREES':*' 

By Joseph iWilliam Webb, Bromlea, Carey 
- Road. 

I have lately seen several articles in your 
paper on the above subject, and I cannot quite 
agree with the views 'expressed. 

As to training treesTift''i tlie vase-shape, as 
advised by Mr. Haniiltori, it is rather mislead- 
ing, for while practicable in some cases, it is 
not so in others. 

Trees of an upright growth, or on dwarf 
slocks, arc amenable to thi;; training, but 
strong growers such as the Brambling, or trees 
of a drooping tendency such as the Belle 
Flower, are not suitable. 

Screw-eyes and wire I strongly object to, 
and without very constant attention the sys- 
tem is bad; and I have seen very bad results — 
this manner of training had-better be left to 
the gooseberry grower. 

Bear in mind there is no ortliodo.x rule for 
pruning to be followed, as a tree nuist be 
trained, and pruned, according to its age and 
variety, and :to.i^:K.e 'locality and soil in whicli-iit.; 
•grows; and'i-Uefpre': attempting to grow vase- 
shapcd, trees, cordon^ espaliers, or any other 
fancy shapes, I strongly advise the fruit grow- 
ers to stick to the good standard shape trees 
of good paying varieties, and keep them care- 
fully cleaned, pruded and sprayed, and the 
groinul most thoroughl}' worked, and he will 
find this the best coinmercial way of growing- 
fruit. If a man ;:dqes|ilpt^;do3th)^i" 
out of the business^ for he 'will' never- ^ 
profit. . 

Mr. Simpson advises planting 12 feet apart; 
unle^'ss on a dwarf stock many varieties would 
entail an infinite amount of work and trou- 
ble — the hard cutting back (if on rich soil) 
would cause barrenness; still some varieties 
would prospect,- but it would require \'cry 
careful selection. ^ 

I most strongly 'advise st|tmnier pruning; 
i^ not only .adds to the fruit bearing, forms the 
trees ihtb gobd shape, but.it concentrates the 
sap in the right direction, and there is less hard 
cutting and pruning required in the winter. 

All young trees should have the fruit 
thinned twice in the season; it is apple flesh 
that is wanted, not pips-core and hard peel. 

Apples should not be.;l?,tttpn|the uildere^ 
of -the Jjranches, preference l)eirig%iven 
,expps,ed' to -the sun. 

, -'As' to spraying, in mv opinion it is becom- 
ing mot-e essential every yeair; as the fruit or- 
chards get thicker together, the fruit pes.ts and 



fungus growths increase, and must be foiight. ' 
Therefore spraying is a necessity. / ';' - 
I have experimented with riiany softs of., 
sprays, insecticides /arid fungacidcs, and have 
seen thousands of trees sprayed many ways,' 
some very badly done, with tops of trees al- 
together missed, others simply whitewashed, . 
and very many with spray mixture badly 
mixed, or a worthless solution — but this does 
not condemn the system if properly carried 

out. ,': ,. ' ... 

The government ;mix^ure — lime. Salt and 
sulphur — if properly friade, and applied' as 
directed, will never hurt the bark or even the 
most tender young shoots, and to prove this, 
I shall be glad to show anybody my trees, 
some only whip grafted last spring and 
sprayed t\\>ice since with full strength.

: LAND CLEARING 

By V. Nightingale, Cobble Hill. 

Agriculture in British Columbia is in an 
almost unique position, the demand for pro- 
duce is growing by leaps and bounds, but the 
supply is very slowly increasing, for the sim- 
ple reason that it has to depend for its growth 
on the -unorganized efforts of the individual, 
■whereas these unorganized efforts are not 
powerful enough to grapple with and over- 
come the difficult problems retarding its 
growth in the province. 

This particular problem of land clearing 
-is one of the most difficult and also one of the 
most, important and, so far, the only appar- 
ent solution -seems to be by an organized state 
system on the lines which have already been 
advocated. - 

The idea has been growing in ^popular fa- 
vor for some years, but owing to the magni- 
tude of the work, the expenditure involved and 
the elements of chance in the proposition, we 
carinpt|ti^SU)!^ so 
far npti'ge^ 

' tKe:j;s£kt«rjia/:a^ are very 

strPrig stgiris "that it will materialize in the near 
future. / ' 

, If we could immediately produce a condi- 
tion of affairs in this province where it would 
be palpable to everybody that there was a good 
home, a pair profit and as much inducement to 
go into agriculture as any other industry^Jthis§ 
fact, coupled with the longing inhererit m'^'hit--" ' 
manity to live in a home of their own, would 
immediatKily cause to spring into existence a 
demand for cultivable land, which would ren- 

'der it absolutely necessary we should go into 
land clearing by some such organized system 
as has been already suggested. 

To produce some such state of affairs 

-should, I think, be our first aim, and any pro- • 

'-pbsat looking to an organized state develop- 
ment, if it wishes a speedy and full success, 
should fulfill three conditions, viz.: 

1. It should be a profitable financial under- 
taking for the state. 

2. The beneficial results accruing to the 
settler already here should be so obvious as to 
appeal to every thinking person.''. :.. . 

3. The effect on thes^tide:0f|imiiriigr3;tion 
should be so great, that.,ihiMff(^ff?af6ne w 
warrant the initial expenditure, ■ • 

Any proposal that wiir fulfill these condi- 
tions is, I think, worthy of serious consider- 
ation, and I have spent all my spare time since 
writing on this same subject several months 
ago, in trying to formulate some system that 
would comply with all these conditions, and 
also, by its reactive effect, induce ;USS;tq,go.vinto 
land clearing oh a more extensive' sTale ' than 
we have done yet. • 

The result is that, providing our'published 
and authorized literature advertising British 
Columbia and its resources, is within reason- 
able distance of the truth; I will in a few weeks 
lay -before the public for consideration a pro- 
posal that I will guarantee to fulfil these three 
-^conditions., . 

I will not presume to enter into it fully in 
this article, but I will briefly outline the ker- 
nel of the proposition. 

This is, instead of relying altogether on the 
Dominion experimental "farms for our agricul- 
tural education, the province install in every 
district a demonstrating farm, where the whole 
process of bringing our land from its virgin 
state and< placing it on profit! producing basis 
■can; be seen and studied ,by everybody; 

A place where the settler can be shown that 
his own kind of land under his own conditions 
can be made profitable, where he can see what 
to do and how to do it ; 

■ Where the industry will be 1)rought to 'the 
highest possible point of profit under the con- 
ditions' prevailing in that locality;. 

A place that will be headquarters for the' 
industry, and where the settler can go at the 
cost of a few hours' tinie, and get advice in any 
problem he rnay be unable to .solve himself. 

We should be able to avoid the mistakes 
and the wasie of time and money caused by 
an ignorance we cannot overcome by liter- 
ature, and last, but not least, we should be 
able to tell the intending emigrant that British. 
;^lymbia; -vv;ill xl^^ all chancdsj^SroiriSag^ 
i^ieultiire- except 'tlie V very rareHones'Tiia^ 
spring from an abnorilial season ; that wher- 
ever he settles he will be within a few miles of 
a govermnent demonstrating farm, where he 
will be shown exactly^ what to. do and how to 



avoid paying the exacting price for experience 
which .so many of our new settlers have had to 
pay heretpfpire.V^^ ' 

' ' ,The expenditure for 'this will not be heavy, . 
" the province will always have these farms_ aSj.; 
an asset, and surely after'all our advertising,- 
we cannot call it a waste of money to spend it: , 
in this way, even if it did no other good. 

That they should prove in a few years to be„t 
a source of profit even with the extra cost- of 
employing more or less expert labqr, I am;-; 
taking from an estimate .published under the- 
authority of our, legislature and applymg gen- 
erally to British Coltiriibia.. This csimate is 
for the prospective settler in the province, and. 
tells him that if we wishes twenty acres of 
apple orchard, it Avill cost him $7,296.14 to buy 
it and maintain it for five years, but after the 
ninth year it will yield him $3,000 fogsVorking 
expenses and between 30 and 40 per-icent^on 
;,,hU,,.:pri|finaL|nves^ ■ ■ ■

seivesVwliether, "after considering a statement 
like thisji' the venture ought not to be a finan- 
cial success, especially coupled with poultry 
and the added inducement of competition be- 
tween the operators of these farms, to show 
the best balance sheet; and the reward to be 
a percentage of net profits and a cash prize to 
the top liner. . ^

DRESS AND IMPLEMENTS FOR WO- 
.. MEN • 

Here is a practical -working dress ;for the 
woman who personally delves in her garden. 
A loose shirt waist,^with the addition in cold- 
er weather of a heavy sweater; a stout tweed 
skirt for the spring artd fall, replaced in sum- 
mer by one of linen or denim, cut a good three 
inches off the ground. Over that a seersucker 
apron, with two capacious pockets to hold the 
necessaryolabelsgl;:v^jnei^^ and shears. Ani: 
improv'em.erit'bri'ffi^^ gardening gloves 

is, to take a pair'of old loose dogskin gloves, 
sew pieces of seersucker on their tops, drawn 
up and gathered in with elastic bands above 
the elbows. These tops will prevent the sift- 
ing in of sand or gravel. 

For a sensible head-covering, a sun-b'onnet 
with "poke before and cape behind" is advo- 
cated. But an old-fashioned Leghorn hat, tied 
on with ribbon, will be preferred by some. My 
spring gardening in March is such windy work 
that if my hat were not well anchored, ! feel, 
I should accomplish but little. 

As to tools: First buy a good pair of solid 
steel pruning shears (do not be beguiled into 
taking "ladies' light pruning shears"), a . solid 
steel trowel, an anglcrtrowel, a round dibble 
for transplantihgj/ari Exccflsipr hand weeder, a 
small ha.nd forki;:;:air;ubbe^ a 

, ball , of stout twine, a bundlcr of ^raffia. for tying

basket in which to carry these tools. Above 
all things, have your own, small-sized, but 
strong, spade and rake; they are handier for a 
w^oman to use than the unwieldy man's size. , 

■ Two joys of my. life for use in tlie garden are 
wooden labelsJipainted on one side,:- an^^ 
less woodett^dpwels. ,In,my perenHiaLbeds I" 
-use quantities of ten-inch wooden": labels, for I 
sometimes forget the spots of the perennial 
roots. I found that at any planing mill I could 
buy seven-eighths-inch ' dowels, twelve feet 
long. These are cut into 'four or six-foot 
lengths, as needed, and painted a dull _green 
color. A wet day in spring is excellent for the 
task. When well sharpened at one end they 
make excellent substitutes for the more fin- 
ished plant stakes of the seedsman. 

For the 'smaller-sized plants, buy slim bam- 
boo rods. in bundles of 100 or 150, from any 
seedsman, and cut into the required lengths 
with the. steel pruning shears. — Mary Leland

BIRDS THAT PAY ^ 

Some hens are not worth ■•their'-, keep; 
others produce enough to cover the' cost of 
their handling. The hens that pay are those 
that more than meet the expense of moricy and 
time necessary to make them worth while. 
There are three classes of hens, ancl the last is 
the one that we all desire and the one that we 
can have if willing to pay the cost. 

What is necessary to own birds that pay? 
It takes more than money to do this. You can 
buy birds that can pay, but it is another thing 
to have them pay you after you own them. 
■^JMot only must you have the right kind of hen, 
but you must use time and thought in caring 
for her to make her of the "paying kind." 

The ])aying hen is usually hatclijcd from a 
paying strain. The paying hen that conies out 
of a flock of good-for-nothing birds is seldom 
met 3od,,is5npt Worth hunting for. It takes 
time, if tak^s riioney, it takes born hen sense, to 
produce a flock of paying hens. It takes a very 
little neglect to send this flock back to the class 
of non-paying birds. 

Payin.g birds are a delight to the eye.. You 
like to show them to your friends, and linger 
in 3'our description of what they arc and what 
they have done for you. This class of birds — 
because they pay— received thought , and" at- 
tention from you. You gladly take gbo'd care 
of 'them you are willing to properlyi^mate and 
feed tiiem ; you look for fresh blo6d'te improve 
your flock. 

Paying birds never make up a large part 
of your flock when you sell the cream of the'^ 
chicks every year. Money making flocks are 
made up of the best you raise always letting 
the second quality go to market. 

Hens that, more than pay splendid profits 
are what the world is asking for, is louking^ for, 
is demanding. Are you going to be ainong 
the breeders who will fill the orders foi'. this . 
kind: of bird? , , ; : i ; ;

A Plea Jpr the Bops

In the iqterests of the future welfare of the' 
])eople of this great province, the education ol 
boys over common school age, and young men, 
is too much neglected. It must not be lost 
sight.of, that the boys of today will be the men 
-ofyt^^^j^i^r^ejtiii^^ will be jplaced 

: ;ihe{^destiriie3' fof 't^^ new land ; vvith a 

rapidly increasing cosmopolitan populatiph-iUri- 
volving intricate ■-"oblems industrially;-- cpiri- 
mercially, and politically. 

T.o successfully grapple with and overcome 
these great questions, with the best results, 
can onl}' be obtained by the better education 
of the masses. It is Icnown too well, for the 
writer to dilate on it, the benefits derived from 
improved education within the past half cen- 
tury. The greater part of that period improve- 
ments were directed to better school •accom- 
modation, compulsory attendance, and fixing 
an age limit, before -which the child must not 
leave school. The results obtain from the first 
twenty years of compulsory attendance at 
school 'ed progressive authorities to endeavor 
to further educate boys and girls after leaving 
the common school. The 20th century founcl 
all educational- authorities backed by the great 
captains of iridustrj'-,- in nearly the whole of 
Europe, offering inducernents to -boys to exr 
tend their education after leaving the Vdrhhioh 
school, '-J. 

This t6ok"the form of technical education, 
and was to a great extent brought about by 
the owners aiul operators of industrial busi- 
nesses. First, by recognizing the increased 
value of the ser\-iccs of the trainerl over the 
untrained Avorkman, his services were always 
in greater demand, and at an increased rate .of 
jjay, was-'a vivid' object lesson to his fellow- 
.workmen, and a constant reminder of the dif- 
ficulties they labored under. This paved the 
Avay to an agitation for better facilities to get 
the desired education. Secondly, \)y these own- 
ers and operators, backed by the masses, show- 
ing the authorities the great benefits derived 
from this kind of instruction, the estiinated im- 
provement of the; v;mass]5s,.:th value 
of the products ' of tlieirjlabdi^, and the, great 
reduction in time to produce a given ..amount ,, 
of work; etc. The results of the past, 'twerity 
years in these countries have demonstrated be- 
yond the greatest expectation.s of its advo- 
cates, the immense value of this branch of 
education, in all industrial pursuits. Previous 
to twent3r-five years ago this kind of education

The cost of this scheme would be'small, com- 
pared to the benefits derived ; the present 
schools would be used in each centre, session 
to commence about 15th September in each 
year, and end about May the first the follow- 
ing year. Students to pay, say, a fee of ,Sio 
for the' session, one-half of which would be re- 
turned to him at the end of thq>ssis§ipn, if he 
put in a certain number of aHieMarices, and 
successfully passed his examination. Teachers 
and examiners to be paid by an appropriation 
from the government, to wdiom all' fees from 
students should be paid.

No doul)t the lar.^c 
railw-ay an'd''''otIifer, operators, if requested, 
would gladly supply these models from their 
works free of charg . ; they being the largest 
employers of labor, it will be their interest, to 
in every way improve the skill and; efficiency 
of their employees. 

•■■''•i'As'an example to show how industrial op- 
erators value the benefits of technical educa- 
tion in England, about the year 1S80. a few 
progressive men, chiefly coal mine and cotton 
mill operators, subscribed a sum of money and 
established a small technical school in tlie 
.to-wn' of ;,Wigran. Lancashire. This -\vas solely 
siipported for sevei-al years by contributions 
from' employers and in many cases working- 
men ; in after years, the education department, 
a.ssisted by annual grants for each pupil, who 
satisfactorily passed his examination. The 
success of the institution was so great that al- 
most yearly additions were' necessary to meet 
the growing demand for this kind of instruc- 
tion ; in 1897 the origina|jstpcttire was pulled 
down, a whole city bloclcicompletel^^^^ built on 
was -purchased, and a new technical college.

world, and its muddy flood is observable many 
miles out at sea. The length of the luain river 
is 4,000 miles, but the navigable waters of the 
whole system is equal in length to the circum- 
ference of tTie globe, or24,ooo miles. The fok;^ 
lowing is perhaps the . best short description ' of ' 
the Brazilian river system , that has been pub- 
lished. It is taken from' the London Times. 
The metric system being used in the descrip- 
tion, it may be as well to mention that a metre 
■ is three and a quarter feet, and a kilometer, is 
three-fifths of a mile. 

The Rivers of Brazil 

The French savant, Auguste de Saint-Hil- 
aire in his voyage aux sources du S. Francis- 
co et a Goya?," Paris, 1847, wrote as follows: 

"'On investigating the distribution of the 
river basins of Brazil, one is.struck^by the im- 
mense advantages possessed by Brazilians in 
the matter_pf their inland navigation. 

"It seems -that nature, by thus forging the 
bonds of union between the various portions 
of this huge empire, desired to point out to its 
inhabitants the duty of remaining ever united. 

"Indeed, what are our paltry rivers compar- 
ed with these gigantic courses, traversing so 
many regions, and^whoisesS^^ 
ing the majestic'^treesfin'^1^^^^^^ pass " 

. on to such distant shores to fertilize the mod- 
est v.egeitation of teriiperate' climates— rivers 
which afford an almost uninterrupted water- 
way between Monte Video and Para, one at 
the mouth of the River Platte, the other at the 
mouth of the Tocantins." 

Of all these rivers the greatest is the Ama- 
zon, without a rival in the world, either in 
point of volume or depth; the extent of its en- 
tire basin representing 6,430,000 square kilome- 
tres, with an area equal to five-sixths of Eur- 
ope ; and of this enormous area 3,800,000 kilo- 
metres are in Brazilian- territory. ' 

The Amazon runs through 2,882 kilometres 
of Brazilian territory between Tabatinga and 
its northern mouth, and 3,165 Jcilometres from 
Tabatinga to Para at its southern mouth. At 
Tabatinga the w-idth of the river is 2,775 
metres; while at the bar of Japura and of j\Ia- 
deira, it is from 4 to 6 kilometres wide. At Obi- 
dgs the banks close in, forming the strait of 
that name,' the width at that point not exceed- 
ing 1,892 metres. The depth pithe channel at 
Tabatinga is 20 metres^ at Obidok it is 70 me- 
tres, while at other points sounded by Hern- 
don, the American naval officer, no bottom was 
sounded at eighty metres. According to this 
officer the velocity of the current might be 
estimated at one and a half miles per hour. 

The Amazon possesses numerous tribu- 
taries, the most notable of which are the.Jav- 
ary, with a course of 1,056 kilometres; the Ju- 
tahy, 1,200; the Jurua, with 3,283; the Purus, 
^,201; the Madeira, 3,240; the Guapore, 1,716; 
the Tapajoz, 1,992; the Xingu, 1,980; the To- 
cantins, 2,640; the Araguaya, 2,627; the Tea, 
T,452; the Japura, 1,848; the Rio Negro, 1,551; 
and many others whose courses extend for 
hundreds of kilometres. 

Apart from the Amazon basin there are also 
the great basins of the plate, of S. Francisco 
and the eastern basins. 

The main river of the Plate is the Parana, 
4,390 kilometres long, 1,871- of which traverse 
Brazilian territory. The Parana is only navi- 
gable for 520 kilometres, but when the 50 kilo- 
metres of railway line, skirting the cataracts of 
the "Sete Quedas" are completed, the river will 
be navigable over a radius of 3,000 kilometres 
from this basin. The river Paraguay, the se- 
cond of this important basin, runs for a dist- 
ance of 2,078 kilometres, 1,406 of which are in 
Brazilian territory. Its tributary, the Cuyaba, 
has a.course of 832 kilometres. In the watcr- 
"shed of the Plate thefe is also the Tietc, 1,122 
kilometres long; the Ivahy, 858; the Iguassa, 
1,320, navigable for 366 kilometres; the Uru- 
guay, 1,500 kilometres, and many others of less 
importance. 

The principal river in the Sao Francisco 
basin is the Sao Francisco, with a course of 
3,i6r kilometres, 2,494 of which are navi.gable, 
but with varying depths. In this river is the 
famous "Paulo Affonso"' cataract, by many re- 
garded as ontrivalliii.t;- the beauty of Nia.gara. 
Among others is the Vclhas, with its course of 
i-,i3S kilometres, 805 of -which, are navigable ; 
the Rio Verde Grande, with 792 kilometres ; 
the Paracatu, of 627 kilometres. Partly navi- 
gable; and the Rio Gratide, navigable for 297 
kilometres out of its total course of 660. 

In the eastern basins the most prominent 
rivers arc the Mearim, with a source of 1,095 
kilometres; the Itapicuru, in Maranhao, with 
a course of 1,650 kilometres, partl}^ navigable; 
of the course .of the Pia'uhy, 1,716 kilometres.

It never seemed prima facie 
probable that such a civilization as Homer de- 
scribes, and as the diggings of Dr. Schliemann • 

- revealed at Troy and Mycenae, could have 
' failed to develop some forni^of writing, wdiile 

Egypt and Assyria had so long been able to 
write. But Schliemann found no inscriptions 
on his prehistoric sites, and in 1894 M. Perrot 
defined pre-Homeric civilization as innocent 
of writing. Mr. Evans, however, has proved 
that, unlike the old hermit of Prague, the an- 
cierit'people of , Crete could not only make 
scratches with definite meanings, but actually 
"saw pen and' ink." Mr. Evans could not 
agree with M. Perrot. Rock faces of unknoivn 
antiquity in Southern Europe, and bones en- 
graved on by palaeolithic man, showed pic- 
•v^ur^sjbecpmiiig cpnventionalized into signs, 
aricl''even' signs of the very same shapes as 
some letters of our own^galphabet. These 
things are common in savage:^-' countries, and a 
civilized people in the Aegean area, a people in- 
touch v. itii J^.gypt, was certain to proceed from 
the savage pictographs on the grave-pillar, or 
the record 'of a song in pictures on birch-bark 
to hieroglyphs, and from hieroglyphs to signs 
indicating syllables if not letters. ^In ',1889 
Mr. Evans saw a four-sided cornelian'seal; . en- 
graved with such signs as a wolf's head with 
protruding tongue, a bent arm, a thirig like a 
barred gate, or a ladder with three rungs, and 
a bull's skull. The wolfs head was a sign in 
the syllabary of the Hittites, and the other 
marks on the seal suggested hieroglyphs. The 
^eal came from Crete, and in 1893 Mr. Evans 
found similar seals from the same 'island con- 
taining about sixty symbols. Gbirig 'to Crete 
in 1894, he found mainy examples'' of suclV 
hieroglyphs, and also of "linear" writing, 
tending to present alphabetic forms. In 1896 
he obtained, from the Dictaean cave of Zeus, 
part of a slab, with basins for the reception of 
libations, and on this was a fragmentary in- 
cised inscription. On the left was a figure of 
a ladder whlt fqurvCrungsvsi- t^^^ 
horse-shoejXAVjth^pi^^G^^ letter psi, of, at all 
events,''a stick;fqfkej^|in^ three tips within it ; 
then another iaddefi' then two signs like the 
small Greek gamma, our G; the rest were frag- 
mentary. Here was undeniable monumental 
writing; perhaps a dedication to a god." Mr. 
Evans now purchased the Hill of Kephalus, 
supposed to be the site of the ancient city of 
Minos, Knossos, and he not only found the re- 
mains of a magnificent palace, but abundance 
of clay tablets inscribed with linear writing, 
and cups in which writing had been executed 
with pen and ink. It has, at first si.ght, a ra- 
ther Chinese look. We notice the ladder sign, 
_a sign like A — I, another like a goal at football 
with the ball lying beneath it, and many more. 
Quite a different, probably a foreign, set of pic- 
torial signs appears on a circular clay disc 
found at Phaestos by the' Italian excavators. 
One recurringvsign is aliuman head in a crest- 
ed skull cap, like those worn by northern in- 
vaders of Egypt under the Twentieth Egyp- 
tian dynasty. A second figure is a stout lady, 
not one of the wasp-waisted Minoans; there is 
an arrow, a shield, a running man, a sn^ock,' or 
chiton, and so forth. * >'' ■ ''■ 

Much more avanced is the linear writing, 
signs resembling letters, found on tablets, at 
Haghia Triada, which are not of the same class 
ia's' the writing found at Knossos. Here writ- 
ing has made a great advance. The characters 
"are upright, and of a simple and definite out- 
line, which throw into sharp relief the cum- 
brous and obscure cuneiform system of Baby- 
lon." The writing, like our own, is from left 
to right. The- tablets, records of stores, ar- 
rows, chariots, spears, bows, were pictorially 
indicated ; in twp./cases.-.there were recordeti 
6,010 and 2,630 arrpwsf and two deposits of 
bronze heads of arrows were found beside the 
written records of them. At what was prob- 
ably a later period, one may add, the people of 
Mycenae were using stone arrow heads of ob- 
sidian. A large tablet contained lists of men, 
and another of women. What the writing hacl 
to say about .-them is unknown. . These things 
are all official fecprds and documents. If 
there was a written literature . it may have 
been consigned to materials more handy, Init _ 
more perishable than clay tablets. Some re- " 
cords are lists of golden ox-heads, like those 
•Syhic.h;the;,C|ret9:ns; bring to Eg}'ptian k-ings in 
wall7pamtirigs,3 golden cups like those 

with pictures of bvtlls and men in repousse 
work found at Vaphio. 'The writing continued 
to be used after the sack of the great palace in 
the Fourteenth Century B. C. The ancient 
cilvilization now flourished best in the Greek 
mainland, as in Thebes, whither, in the old 
story, Cadmus brought the Phoenician alpha- 
bet. But now we. are told that "Cadmus" only 
represents a place-name, and, which is still 
more revolutionary, that "Phoenix'.' |jas notji- ' 
ing to do with Phoenicians. 'T'he prehistoric 
past of Boeotia now proves to be not Phoeni- 
cian, but Minoan, and no single trace has 
come to light of Semitic colonization, nor of 
even a single object of Phoenician imi>ort." 
Minoan signs may have been adapted to the 
Greek language long before the Phoenicians 
had a:: alphabet. The Philistines were, at 
least to a considerable;yx.tenli .Cretan military 
adventurers.. Perhaps' Goliath ' was a descen- 
dant of Idprpep^i^iis. The Philistines had their 
own writteiCU'jrhiyts, as appears from the 
memoirs pn'a p-?;»j-fus pf an Egyptian envoy^a 
clergyman named 'VYen' Amon, who travelled 



about 1100 B. C. ' The Philistine prince assur- 
ed Wen that, if he died in Philistia, his epitaph 
would be engraved for the reading of his 
countrymen. Surely this looks as if the,PbiUs- 
tines used either Egyptian or cuneiform char-^ 
acters, not Minoan signs. As for "the poof ' 
Phoenicians, their name only means "Red ; 
Men," aud was originally applied to "the red- 
skinned Aegean race," who certainly were not 
Semitic. In Canaan the BabylPnian cuneiform 
writing was used tin about; 11.0D B. C. The 
tablets of the Law rriay have been - written in 
cuneiform. After criticising various other the- 
ories Mr. Evans suggests that the Phoenician 
alphabet (for example, on the Moabite Stone 
of about 900 B. C.) may be derived from a 
Minoan source, from the linear Writing of 
Crete about 1400 B. C. Tables v at:.e|;|^^ 
Minoan characters which closely ^ fe'semifileV 
Phoenician letters, the characters being ulti- 
mately derived from pictures of objects. By a 
curious coincidence the late Sir John Evans 
conjecturally restored the original pictorial 
forms of the Phoenician, and his designs cor- 
respond remarkably with actual Minoan char- 
acters since discovered by his son, Mr. Arthur 
Evans. Starting from the'cHaracters of .Cre- 
tans settled in Philistia; ' tliie ' Semites would 
make a selection from these, and eveit adopt, 
some of their names and translate others. 

It is a most interesting fact that this theory 
was also held by the Cretans of Knossos 
themselves in the late age of Diodorur. Siculus. 
"They have an answer," says Diodorus, "to • 
those who attribute the invention of letters to i 
the Syrians, and who say that ^ht J'hoemciariiSii 
learned them from the Syriaris, ■ aM pa^^^^^ 
them on to the Greeks, through Cadmus and 
those who sailed v/ith him to Europe, so that 
the Greeks call the letters 'Phoenician.' To 
this the Cretans reply that the Phoenicians 
were not the original discoverers of letters, but 
thal^vthey^-Mmply changed their shapes." Let 
us be fair "ian'd say that the Phoenicians did a 
great deal more than that: out! of a large num- 
ber of what were probably Cretan signs of : 
syllables they made an alphabet of not many 
letters. Still the Cretan tradition is probable, 
and there are several classical accounts of the 
discovery of an unknown form of writing in 
graves. One inscribed tablet of bronze in a 
Boeotian grav^e was sent by Agesilaus to 
Egypt, where the learned merely made an im- 
aginative statement about its^meaning.ivi^Theu 
we have the strange story 'of lKe'pfbise'?ttstofy 
of the Trojan War by an eye-witness; Dictys 
of Crete. About 376 A. D. this thing was 
done into Latin, and the Latin was the main 
source of our mediaeval Tale of Troy. The 
book, since after Shakespeare's time, was ta- 
ken to be a Latin forgery, with no Greek orig- 
inal, but the origiriaf Greek has been found by 
M essrs. Grenfell and Hunt on a papyrus at ■ 
Tebtronis. The copy is of about 206 A.. D,, .but 
the original may be a century earlier br more' 
-^it purports to be of the reign of »Nefo, "when : 
an earthquake at Knossos laid bare a deposit. 
The manuscript in a tin box was said to be 
written on linden bark, which must have per- ' 
ished. Probi^bly clay tablets were taken for 
bark, and the tin box was a stone cist, lined 
with lead,>such things are found at Knossos. 
Nero turned on Semitic experts to decipher the 
manuscripts, and somebody who had written 
the Greek book of the Tale of Troy tacked his • 
curious forgery on to the story of the discov- 
ery. The book i{self is a tissue of post-Hom- 
eric Ionian and Athenian perversions of Ho- 

V^?^.T?tio???^zed;^i_the gods being omitted, and 
the riled iaeVairpp^ that this was a 

:genuine contemporary record of the Trojan af- 
fairs. Meanwhile the Cretan writing cannot 
be read, and if the wordj could be made out 
they are probably in an unknown tongite, such 
as appears in some Cretan inscriptions in 
Greek letters. Hov/ever, in later volumes, Mr. 
Evans may make further discoveries. 

The Aniieficaif:;-Slate'^ has un- 

dertaken a large problem in its campaign for 
a^ "Court of Arbitral Justice^» at The Hague. 
The object of the court is stated to be nothing 
less than the settlement of all disputes arising 
in peace as well, as in war. There at present 
exists an international prize court — the result 
of a suggestion made at the Peace Conference 
of 1907 by the United States; and now that 
government is addressing the powers with a 
proposal to v/iden the jurisdiction of this court 
so as to include all iriternational disputes, • 

Whether the new court will have the power 
of cominilsion has not yet been stated; but it is 
improbable that it will have. Such a proposi- 
tion would imply the organization of an inter- 
national police force which might have to en-, 
force its willTr-agajnst: Germany, for example. 
At i)resent th'ere,,is: machinery at The Plague- 
by which a coudt can be constituted to hear' 
any case which is submitted to it voluntarily 
by the powers concerned. It is likely that the 
new yVnicrican proposal is for the bxterision'of 
this machinery; and possibly.it includes the 
establishment of a court which shall be always 
in session.. Grist might be provided for such 
a legal mill by the reference to it of many ques- 
tions 'which are now settled through the ori- 
ginary diplomatic channels. This would edu- 
cate the nations to the use of arbitration and 
so pave the way to the establishment of a real 
world court, with the strong arm of an inter- 
national army behind it. But such a consum- 
mation is a long way off; and Dreadnoughts 
and Super-Dreadnoughts will be obsolete be- ; 
fore that day dawns.— Montreal Star, January 
10.

Sooner or "fater. a gun license is inevitable; 
as things arc now the sooner the better. Brit- 
ish Cohimhia has advanced and is advancing 
so rapidly tiiat ^ve arc apt U) fail to realize our- 
selves quite how imich conduions aic eh.'i..^- 
ing. A few years back and the supply of 
-;amc appeared inexhaustible,", and those com- 
paratively few who fished and hunted , regu- 
larly did not know what it was to contemplate 
the. possibility of poor bags or empty baskets. 
Things are different now. In places whore half 
a dozen years ago I could hunt all day with- 
out hearing a report from any gun l)ut v-.y own, 
I should be scared to be :il)i-oad on llie open- 
ing day of the season now without armor- 
plated coat and pants. 

■ The numbers of genuine sportsmen, .re- 
sponsible men, Avho. know what .they an; about 
in the woods and pursue their favorite recre- 
ation in a legitimate manner, with a due re- 
gard to the rights and personal 5afety of others, 
have increased cnunnuush'; the army ni "ir- 
rcsijonsibk's" has also increased to an extent 
which may well be called alarming in view oi 
the serious accidents of the season which is 
now dtawing to a close. JFor thcii- owri pro- 
:'.,tection, and also for the protection of their 
■'.sport, tlic former class, at least every man of 
them whom I iiave met and spoken to, is ask- 
ing for a system of government yun liccn.ses. 
Sportsmen realize that the game of the coun- 
try, is a highly important asset and thai the 
maintenance of a fair head of botli large and 
small game is of the greatest value in attract- 
ing both visiting sportsrrien and • permanent 
settlers; the government has been paying rnorc 
serious attention to .'this subject of late and. 
has shown a desire to meet the wishes of re- 
sponsible sportsmen and act on ihcir sugges- 
tions for the improvement of the game laws. It 
is all very well to say that tiie laws a.s lliey 
stand now have given satisfaction, and that it 
is a mistake to do , too; much tinkering -with 
them. , All legislation' to be any good must be 
^ ;l^roS'"^?^^V'^» and the policy of laissez fairc may 
•^ihekh>iii' many cases, as undoubtedly it docs in 
' this one, an inactivity which is the reverse of 
^ masterly. 

■ As regards the clo.se seasons for small 
• game on Vancouver Island, there secins to be 
little need for change from the regulations is- 
sued this season, if those ■ regulations arc 
properly and energetically enforced. One very 
good measure to, help to enforce them would 
-vb? the adoption of a gun license carrying with 
.;it obligations similar to those attaching to the 
holding of a Manitolja deer-shooting permit, as 
described in these columns under date Novem- 
ber 28 of last year. Any person who is legally 
in possession of a permit under a section of 
4this :act legally issued to him becomes ; ipso 
'i'facto. a game guardian for the purpose' of ^ tHe 
enforcement of the act during the open season, 
and under tiie same act it is the duty of every 
game guardian to institute, or cause to be in- 
stituted, prosecutions against all persons in- 
fringing the provisions of the act or any of 
;jthem. 

Jn present conditions, and considering the 
impossibility of adequate patrol , aii^ :\va^cW^^ 
of the enormous game country, the "propeYty of 
the people of the province, tliis seems to be an 
excellent way of assisting the good work of 
better game ])rotection, putting, as it does, a 
considerable part of the onus of protecting the 
game on those who are most directly interest- 
ed, the sportsmen who take out the. permits to 
shoot it. All who took out licenses might not 
act up torithe full pp,wer and duty cbnferr.ed 611 
them .lyy^theholdingof^'t^ butitwolilcl'uri- 
doubtedly serve as a great deterrent to evil- 
doers in the shape of game-hogs and game 
])oachers, and it would lielj) to keep out of the 
woods the "irresponsililo" willi the death deal- 
ing we^t^on which he is not capable of using 
safely and legitimately. The small fees leyiecl 
for the licenses would hurt none of us. And the 
money raised, vwould be a .considerable help, de- 
.rypt'ed aS'Jit; S^oitld b to the payment of more 
'salairiijd wardens. " , 

'♦■V^^iiat the latter are ncedcil, and urgently 
needed, is a statement whicii would hardly be 

•{jueStioncd by any sjtortsman knowing the 
country and witii the best interests nf s])ort at 
heart. This implies no criticism t)ii tlic pres- 
ent game wardens; they are alright; but we 
want more of them, if • they are to do the 
airfount of good 'which we expect they should. 
Itris notorious that the game laws as they af- 
fect the small game of Vancouver Islaml are 
iK.it rcs])ected to the extent which lhe\- must be 
it wc are Id retain a decent sloclc i>\ ga.ine to 
afford us f;ur sport : we read with gratification 
articles it! foreign sijortiiig pajjcrs lestil\-ing to 
the good work which has been done by the 
liritish Columbia- game Avarden : in pur big 
game grounds, and it is pleasant to Iniow that 
visiting foreign sportsmen are -jjleascd with 
thc^wa)' they are treated aiiM assisted in their 
(juest for new trophies here by our public rep- 
resentatives. Our big game is a valiial)le pos- 
session, which is being for more- api)reciatcd 
and far better looked after now than ever for- 
merly. Granted, and lor this much thanks ; but

THE MAINTENANCE^ OF -NATURAL 
SPORT IN BRITAIN . 

AN'hen I^ord Tullibardinc conceived the ad- 
niira1)le idea of conducting a number of Scot- 
tish working men over the .'\tho!l deer furest, 
with a \'iew of letting them judge for then-i- 
sulvcs whether such forest ground coiihl be 
used for fanning, he probably did not expect 
to convince the. armchair politicians of the 
value of his experiment. There are writers' and 
speakers who, perhaps having never in their 
lives set ej-es on a Highland mountain, still 
. persist in referring to a deer forest as if it were 
a vast stretch of mixed woodland and arable 
ground which a selfish landlord prefers to rc- 
,tain uncultivated for his own pleasure rather 
than allow it to be broken up into holdings for 
tenant: farmers. With that type of mind it is 
iiseless' ta argiie. 'Bvit I..ord Tullibardinc no 
doubt did hope to convince, and did succeed in 
convincing, a body of sensible vScotsmen that 
the maintaining of a deer forest is not the arti- 
ficial, selfish thing that it is often described as 
being. The delegates whom he invited were 
shown the ground and asked to form their 
own opinion, and they had not much difficulty 
in forming it; they tAyece/:;_c:pW^ the 
land could not be reclaimed' for' farniii'ig. The 
armchair politician would probably reiprt,.that 
such men were not c|ualificd to forrtf'd proper 
judgment, and if that is to be the answer argu- 
ment can only be dropped. It is something at 
least to have convinced those who have seen. 

The sport of deerstalking remains as still 
the most natural and most nearly allied to the 
liuiiting,jo.f.;iprim^ that is to-be found 

iiv 'tfekd'-islaiid's^^^^^ ■ between ,the 

actual hunting of the hungry Pict and the 
stalking of the owner of a modern deer forest 
is little more than the weapon. The stag has 
not changed, the mountains have not changed, 
nor the valleys, nor the rivers, nor the wind. 
The stag still fears and hates and flees from 
the scent of man, and doubtless hundreds of 
years'.ago. the. hunting Pict knew that the stag 
looks" down 'hiir and feeds up wind, and so 
strove to get above his (juarry and to keep the 
wind blowing from the deer to himself. Or he 
got to learn the habits of the deer when alarm- 
ed in this or that mountain pass or valley, and 
he knew how, when a particular wind was 
blowing, he could arrange with a fellow hunt- 
er to give the herd his scent down wind, so that 
they would conic galloping?, past a particular 
rock wdiere he would hide himself to shoot. 
The difference between then and now is only 
the difference between the bow and the rifle. 
It is, perhaps, that sense of i)artakiiig in the- 
oldest pursuits which adds a peculiar freshness 
and wildness of its own to the sport of deer- 
stalking. Yet not every deerstalker comes to 
that sense or gets for himself that knowledge. 
It may be true'of niany o>yners, of 4eer,,ip.repts, 
but it is certainly liot tri!ie of inany tenaiits, 
that they could go out on the hill and spy, stalk 
and kill their own beast. That is, of course, 
easil}' understood. Tlie intimate knowledge 
of a deer forest is a matter of the learning of 
a lifetime. It is not merely that the deerstalk- 
er to be successful must be possessed of 
strength, coolness and marksmanship beyond 
the average, but- he must have a knowledge 
which "can only' come from experience of the 
habits of deer; more, for he must know not 
merely how deer behave- as- a rule, but how 
they behave on varying occasions on different 
|)arts of a jjarlicular forest. He must know 
c\^er)' rock, every rise and dip in the ground, 
every- little watercourse that could help hint 
unseen dow-n a hillside; and he must know, too, 
not only how the wind works blowing straight 
down a valley or the flank of a hill, biit 'a'hun- 
dred little tricks and tempers of wind twisting 
in and out of this or that little C(.n-rie, rcnind 
the shoulder of the hill, down between the 
sides of some narrowing valley. That is a 
kno\vledge to be .trained not merel_\' in a few 
seasons, aiul it is little wonder if the actual 
spying and deciding on the ring to be taken 
to get'4owu wind of the herd, besides the ac- 
tual stalk ending in the scriwl'down tht burn 
or the slide down the bare hillside, is left 'tO; 
the stalker who has made the learning ot4us ' 
craft of the forest his life's work. .How many 
others could spare the time to learn it? 

Deerstalking remains, of course, the sport 
of the few, and it would be an obvious conse- 
quence, with the centres of population and of 
manufacture spreading so widely, that the 
chance of wholly natural sport for the average 
man should be growing less and less. The 
simplest and easiest of all, the .sport of fish- 
ing, becomes more and more difficult to ob- 
tain, except at a price, within moderate reach 
of any city or town. Everywhere where there 
is common access to a river or lake, so great 
is the demand on its capacities for providing 
sport that Ipcal.control has to begin with rigid 
rules, and jifob'ably finds it necessary to go on 
with re-stocking. Where a club or private 



owrferdias the rights of river fishing the ride's 
and regulations must be strictly enforced, or 
sport would fail, and, of course, measures for 
re-stocking from a hatchery in the case of 
trout waters, or systematic control of netting 
in the case of salmon rivers, become necessary 
at once. But it is one ol the essential charms 
oi fishing that however strictly, and so m a 
sense however artificially, the chances of sport 
are preserved,' the' sport itself cannot become 
•inartificial. Indeed,-vthe^aradox is that .the 
" more artificial thc'riie^ins of ])reservation, the 
more natural, the more nearly allied to primi- 
tive conditions the sport becomes. The hard- 
er a stream is fished and ih(.\ more cunning the 
fish in it. the greater heed of pilting luiman 
skill and science against the, craft and wariness 
of the wild creature. It is not the novice who 
fills a heavy basket Avith Thames roach. There 
are Antipodean trout streams where a clumsily 
tossed grasshopper will rise a trout that 
would be stared at on any Knglish river; but 
the Test trout that sinks down i)ceause he has 
seen the flicker of fhie gut nei;ds different qual- 
ities in the fisherman. ^T?hc better spprt bcgihs - 
with the increased difficulty. ' • . v" < ' .

Tt would be more difi'"-iiU. to find an 
answer to the coulentioii that sjiort Ijccomes 
less natural when the (iiiarry is reared artifi- 
cially, as in the case of pheasants, and it is per- 
haps true that there is'a slight;ch.a.rigc. of taAte 
already setting a\vay from the stiffer, more 
rigid fi:>rms of ]:)heasant shooting. The day has 
long gone I)}-, except l'oi- ihe merest beginners 
in shooting, when it was tliouglit sufficient to 
beat oiit a large niimber of low-flying pheas- 
ants elosi' (jver the heads of a line of guns: the 
demand has hecfjine gre.-iter everv vear for 
higher birds and more and more difficult shoot- 
ing. As to hug6 )?ags,. and; attempts to break 
a neighbor's record in the numbers killed in a 
day's or three days' shoot, that is a passing 
vulgarity which has nothing of sportsmanship 
in it, and of which we shall bear less, we hope, 
every year, as we bear less already. Hut even 
so, and however inci<lenlal!y diffienll tlu> 
shooting of ])lieasants on a b'ig day mav be 
made, there is a greater tendency,' ])erliaijs, 
than there, was. to , appreciate the essentially 
wild and uncertain shboting affprded by birds 
which cannot be hand-reafed; and whose 
breeding cannot be controlled. The pnnt- 
gnmier has long been able to claim that his is 
;i form of shooting which re(|uires skill, en- 
durance, nerve and a lovi' of |r)iiely places 
which are required in .'in etpial degree "bv hard- 
ly any other form uf Luiglish sport; but' few of 
,"s i can be, puiit-giinners, if. only; : becausq , there 
Would be no rooni for'all of iis 'fo "shbpt. The 
\yildest shooting still left to the average Eng- 
lishman, perhaps, is winter sni])c shooting, and 
he can still get that, if he can manage his holi- 
day and kiK.iws where lo go, without paying 
large stuns of money, and with almost as good 
a cli;ince of sport as a richer m;ui with his own 
moor (u- bogland. Snijje shooting is still a 
natural form of sport which needs no artificial 
maintenance, Indeed, the only form of main- 
tenance is nvmt eases l)elongs to the snipe 
themselves. The migrant birds will come for 
food wherever food i-^ be found in wild and 
(|.niet places; and tiijre, by those Avho do not 
mind rough rpiarters, thcy'can be walked after 
.and shot with as gO(-)(l ;i eonseience ;is ever be- 
longed to a gunner shooting for his own table, 
striding for miles over waste and throuuh wa- 



ter,' and taking the siiortmg chance whether he 
will find his quarry gone yesterday or here 
today. — Field.

SNIPE AND iSNIPE SHOOTING 

Crossing a wet ])asture one autumn dav. I 

was suddenly startled by the lamiliar vSca-a- 

aipe! scaipe!" of a snipe, and, instinctively 

ithrovring up the gun, pulled on a zigzagging 
, streak wdiich rose to my left. Kt the sharp 

crack of the ])itro, a small body came tumbling 

to the ground, and I walked forward to pick up 

my first specimen of a Wilson's snipe, 'i'his 

event ha])pencd some years ago — before \ had 

dreamt of sni])c shoo.ting in Canada, diough 

familiar enough with the loiiy-billed birds of 

Great Britain. 

In size, habits and general appearance the 

Wilson's sni|)e differs but slightly from its 

cousins (jf the Old World, and snijie slioo;!ng 

on ibis side of the Atlantic is a dniilictite of 

the sport in (jreat Ih-itain. 

The snipe will lie well to a .dog, and the 
'latter fean scent a "l0'hg.bill" at a considerable 
■distance. Living after the manner of the Avood- 
'cock, the W ilson's snipe gets his living by bor- 
ing in the innd of the swamps .and other 

marshy jjlaces. feeding on the Avorms and l:i.r- 

\-ae found thei-e. There is no other bird cou'.- 

iiig under the sporlsinan's notice that so ei;-:ly 

\-et mysteriously ])erplexes the ]io\-ice witli a 

gun. Rising smartly from the ground,' the 
•smpev darts away in a series of cjuic}f,;._^igzag ' 

curves — gradually straightening out iiita a ' 

steadier flight as he increases the distance'bc- 

tvveen'himself and the shooter. You may r,a- 

ticiitly bide your time until Air. Snipe chrjoses 

to fly- straight— by Avhieh time he is more flian 

likch- to be 100 yards away — or you may cut 

louse at him the instant that he rises, the latter 

method being as a rule the most successful 

from the shooter's vStandp,oint. . He is hard 

enough to hit— no 'matter Avhich method you' 

empUjy — and practice alone will perfect you 

as a really^ good snipe shot. Luckily, this oird 

IS not hard to kill .from a "hard lived" point 

of view ; for a single i)e!let will often i)ring him 

down, if fairly struck by such a stray atom, 

and owing to this, many snipe fall into the 

novice's liand.s — often causing the embryo 

sportsma.ri; ;tp. fancx. that^^^^ 

his birds,"^^hereas, in Wali ■ "Tii^-iniSkinf 

being the case.

The [.leculiar habit of the snipe, called 
dnimniing, is doubtless familiar to most of my 
readers, and is xaused.^ /by-- the ■! air - . rush- 
ing through the stiff wing feathers, as' the'bird 
drops like a plummet from a great height. This 
sound can easily be reproduced by- arranging 
stiff feathers in a cork attached to a string 
and then whirling it round in the air. The 
birds make tliis i)eculiar sound during the 
breeding season, and I have frecpiently heard 
four or five of them and watched their sudden 
di\'cs to earth from high .in air, while crossing

Many of our game 'bir(i^''arevhot nearly so

A PLEA FOR'PLAINNESS 

One thing at least is very often said for 
people who are rather plain: it is claimed that 
they arc generally rather nice as well. As a 
rule flattery and vanity have not spoiled them. 
They cannot attract by their appearances ; 
they rely therefore upon their pleasantness of 
/ manner. Frequently they succeed in making 
one forget their looks. . 

How many men, for instance, marry plain 
women! Very likely they do in the convic' 
tion that plain women are easier to get on 
Avitli, pleasant to talk to, and not ' trouble- 
.'^onic to have about the house. 

^Vc like to believe in the great doctrine of 
compensation, and we have always tried to 
believe in this particular, form of compensa- 
tion for plain people. But now it seems ive 
must cling to this beHef . no. longer. The man- 
ager of a large London firm informs us that 
plain women are no good at all. Their tem- 
pers as . a rule are soured, their energies are 
numbed by having been born ugly. And in 
the majority of cases it seems that ugliness 
is a woman's own fault. It is 'a new and des- 
perate doctrine. -We. haye:,^^^^^ 
solation of blaming natiire for our own' faces; 
In future we shall have to take the shame of 
Uiem upon ourselves. 

Similarly in future the good-looking peo- 
ple can take credit for being so good-looking 
as they are, which will make them, if possible, 
more conceited than ever! 

What are wc to think about all this? What 
we think will depend upon what we know 
about plain people. And what we know in 
the first placej^isv.tha|^^^ 
scientiously \consiaer'Vtli plain. Na- 

ture is not kind in miaking ugliness; she is 
ever to be blamed 'for that, but she is at least 
merciful in filling the ugly with sweet illu- 
sions about themselves. If one looks in the 
glass only twice a day, it is so easy to im- 
agine oneself fair! 

And if one caiinot imagine oneself that, one 
can take refuge in a thought which, accord- 
ing to Chesterfield, always consoles plain 
women. If they fail in looks, he says, they in- 
variably imagine they have a something in- 
describable — the proverbial "je ne skis qu'oi" 
— about them which is really better than 
beauty. 

Ignorance of the true facts of the case, or 
reliance upon the "je ne sais quoi" — here al- 
ready are two helps for the ugly. 

But what wc know about them, further, is 
that they arc by no means always, or often dc- 
])rc.sscd and embittered by their ugliness, even 
Avhen they arc aware of it. On the contrary-, 
again and again, wc have come upon quaint 
features and uncouth figures, that haye come 
in time to seem positively fair by reason of 
the witty or . geriial souls concealed in theni. 

Was not\ Socrates ugly? Was he riot a 
better companion . than Alcibiatles ? Did he 
not exercise a far more perimaneiit attraction 
over men? Indeed, the more we come to 
think oF it the more we see that plainness is on 
the whole a positive benefit. We like it; we 
like to li\'e with it. 

'J'oo much beauty grows insipid or soften- 
ing like old gilded Louis;Xi,YI... chairs all over 
the house. For the fufriffure'w^ 
live daily, give us solid, "plaad durability. 
Give us consoling facesv- benevolent rather 
than beautiful. In a word, we disagree with 
the London manager, and add, "Give us plain- 
ness." 

GOWNS AND GOSSIP 

We live in stirring times, and with elec- 
tions and movements of all .'-.orts in the field, 
such small matters as clothes and fashion 
seem of trivial importance, but after all, even 
for electioiieering campaigns, one has to be 
clothed, and I feel pretty well convinced that 
our attire exercises a tremendous influence in 
the affairs of the world at large. It would, be 
no doubt immoral to go out and canvass in so 
attractive a garb that principles would give 
way before personality, but if we have a good 
cause to start Avith, there 'can be no harm in 



wasting just a moment in adjusting our hat a 
trifle more carefully, and in selecting the most 
becoming toilet for the work in hand. Of all 
things that the male mind abhors is the rag- 
ing, ranting, ill-dressed, ill-kept female who

COMMON SENSE AIDS TO BEAUTY 

The twentieth century ma}- be said to be 
the age of applied knowledge, and the laAVS and 
rules of health arc noAv so Avidely known and 
disseminated that the ravages of disease be- 
come less and less apparent as the years roll 
by. The doctrine, too, that "health is beauty, 
and beauty is health" is day by day more Avidcly 
proclaimed. The old French proverb, "II faut 
souffrir pour ctre belle," is no longer true, and 
instead of covering up defects of the skin Avith 
face enamels and paints like those in A'Oguc 
in Early Victorian clays, avc seek by natural 
and hygienic means to enhance the beauty 6f 
the skin and to retain as long as possible its 
elasticity, tone and vigor. 

Looking through the pa.ges of an old toilet 
book, of the early eighteenth century, I canio 
across a recipe for "an excellent cosmetic for 
clearing the:;skin?;:aj^ j^rodu^ com- 
plexion.'! . It cdiwjsjS^^ pounds 
of ; white wine ' • "tartar, two ounces v; . of 
saltpetre,' brie 'arid^^^'a^^^^ ounces of calciriecl 
tin, and one ounce of roche alum. These Averc 
to be pounded together, put into an earthen 
vessel, and exposed to a reverberating fire un- 
til they were calcined. Then an ounce of this 
substance, calcined quite Avhite, was to be put 
into a pint of brandy and used as a face wash. 
A note Avas added that one should be very 
careful not to .use it to excess. Such a precau- 
tion, I shoulcl say, Avas not necessary. To 
blacken the eyebrows, they Avere to be washed 
first with a decoction of galls, then rubbed 
Avith a brush dipped in a solution of green 
vitriol, Avith a little gum added, and allowed 
to dry. 

Fortunately, the day has gone by for ex- 
perimenting Avith such cosmetics as I have 
described, tand . enamels, ; in^^^ paints, and 
cosmetic waishies of doubtful 'concoction have 
given place to scientific and perfectly harm- 
less methods, of cleansing, nourishing and pre- 
serving the skin. Tight-lacing has disappeared. 
The wasp waist is no longer considered beau- 
tiful or in good taste, and if anything was 
wanting to deal a death blow to the distorted 
waist, the arrival of the Empire mode in dress 
has effectively done so. 

Among the common-sense aids to beauty 
in favor at the present tiine, facial massage 
takes, perhaps, the premier place. The art of 
massage— even of facial massage — was prac- 
tised by the ancients, so it practically the re- 
vival of a very old idea. Its object is to tone 
up the skin, to cause the blood {p circulate 
more freely, by means of manipulatory move- 
ments combined Avith nutritive creams or skin- 
foods to brace the musclis and nourish the 



subcutanej^tis tissues, thiis building up the 
flesh and arresting Ava^te or degeneration. 

Electricity, too, is a valuable aid in this direc- 
tion, as it has a stimulating, vivifying effect 
and when used judiciously, Avill help to arrest 
premature wrinkles and improA'e the coloring 
of the skin, and here, too, electricity is of un- 
doubted benefit, especially in cases of prema- 
ture greyncss. 

■ ;';,;'.;.Beauty5-.ex;ercises constitute another com- 
iriori'-scri%e"'aicr to beauty. Now that physical 
exercise teachers recognized and recommended 
by the medical profession, are able to aid us 
in effectivel}'- reducing a superabundance of 
adipose tissue, there is no excuse for the avo- 
man who foolishly swallows drugs in the hope 
of obtaining a slim figure. 

.Another common-sense aid to beauty is 
deep breathing. The effect of this is to expand 
the chest, give poise to the figure, improve the 
circulation, and thus beautify the skin, Avhile 
it "ialsb - .strengthens the throat and bronchial 
tubes. By oxygenizing the system, too, deep 
breathing results in expelling impurities, and 
thus clearing the complexion. 

Baths of various kinds play their part in 
these common-sense methods of preserving 
beauty a'nd health, and every kind of luxury in 
the Avay of bathing-is now at the disposal of the- 
;:)yp^ary,.vpfi bea^^ baths, sun baths, air 

''baths;%"ussran'^b^^^ Turkish baths, oil baths, 
herb baths. shoAver baths, needle baths, and iso 
on ad infinitum. Diet systems are included in 
up-to-date beauty culture, for it is noAV recog- 
.nized that the hcajth and purity of the coloring 
of the skin depend largely upon the food one 
eats. 

Cosmetic preparations, of course, are legion, 
and manylof these, \vhen composed'of^j|:fectly 
pure and innocuous ingredients, are'mvalSable 
aids in preserving and beautifying the com- 
plexion. There are, in fact, so many opppr- 
tunitics today of maintaining both health and 
good looks that there is no real excuse for the 
"unbeautiful" Avoman.

'.I'he doctors of Victoria advise the 
City Council to ,'ippolnl a physician 
Wild shall give his wliolo time to k(M.'p 
the people of the city well. As thls 
wlll take mone.v out of their own 
pockets this Is very good of them. The 
more sick people there are, the bettor 
for them, if.all that they wanted was 
to get rich. But In these days doctors 
spend much of their time aiid thoijght 
In keeping people well. \' • 

They think there should always he 
a luu'i oil the 'watch to see that noth- 
ing that could cause scarlet fever, 
dlplitherlu, or typhoid shall be allowed 
in the city. If any Infectious disease 
breaks out he should keep It from 
spreading. If there Is to be less sick- 
ness, the food needs inspection. The 
milkmen must not be allowed to sell 
impure milk and the meat must be 
wholesome. Xelther bread nor fruit 
should be exposed to the dust. To 
direct those who look after these 
things and to attend the poor alck, and 



see that the Isolation hospitals are pro- 
perly managed, will be the work of the 
medical health officer. His salary 
should be a largo one, for his duties 
will be both difficult and Important.

..jft jThough no creature has better title- to our 
"regard^ none has been the victim of more in- 
justice than the ostrich. Not qnly is it mani- 
festly the largest of existing 'birds ' (the big- 
male from Somaliland now in Regent's Park, 
when drawn to its full height, towers a good 
two feet above the head of a six-foot man), bui- 
lt isvmuch, the ippst , formidable as . a fighter. 
Many of the cranes' and storks can inflict seri- 
ous wounds with a thrust of their spear-like 
bills. Some of the larger birds of prey are 
are awkward things for a man to tackle with 
his bare hands ; but the ostrich is the only bird 
which is credited with having attacked and kill- 
ed men in fair fight. The weapon of the ostrich 
is its heavy foot, which is furnished with only 
^ two toes, one of which is, barely one-half the 
length of the other, the longer one being arincdf 
with a nail almost worthy to be called a hoof. 
With its length of limb and great thigh mus- 
cles the bird can strike a blow with the cruel 
claw which has been known to rip open a 
horse's side ; and he is a rash man who goes, 
defenceless and alone, to take the eggs -from the 
nest of ostriches breeding in captivity when 
the male bird stands guard. 

."What time she lifteth up herself on high, 
she scorneth the horse and his rider," says the 
writer of the Book of Job ; and it is literally 
true. "It takes," to quote a later Avriter, "a 
good horse and a good man to make one Arab 
of the desert, and it takes three Arabs of the ' 
|d^^^^g|lrutlt one ositrich^— and then they do 
■nSt^Mlrif'a^^ rule." Traveling at full speed, 
the bird covers 24 feet at each prodigious 
stride, and does its 25 or 26 miles an hour with 
comfort; so that the only chance of running it 
down is by hunting it with relays. of fresh 
horsemen who take up the chase as the bird 
begins to tire. But the ostrich has otlier than 
mere physical claims on our respect. If it 
chose it could give itself airs on the score of 
its antiquity of lineage, as being the oldest 
landed aristocrat among the birds. When os- 
triches first began to live in deserts we do not 
know, but the ilohamedan story goes that 
when Allah passed all the creatures in review 
before him to assign to each its name and way 
of life, the ostrich, looking at the birds and see- 
ing that they could fly, said to itself, "Obvi- 
ously I am notfajbir^;'' But when the beasts 
went by and all were four-footed, again it med- 
itated, sa)'ing, "Plainly I am not a beast." And 
the bat found itself in the same dilemma. So 
Allah, wlien the work was finished, seeing 
these two still waiting by themselves, dis- 
missed them, telling each that, as it had chosen 
to cut itself from companibfis^^^ companion- 
less it should li-ve^. ^'^fie^I^atjti^^ to fly alone 
by night; the ostrich 'feitKS^litaiJineSs/ofA^^ 
desert. ' ■ : , . ^ ' < 

With few exceptions, ;all.;:fhe':;bird 
fly have the breast-bone divided "by a sharp 
keel-like ridge, which, when we carve a fowl 
or pheasant, seems to be chiefly devised for 
our annoyance. It is unfortunate that we do 
not hay ejitpj^^^ and th e i r 

allied geheta'are^de^ ridge, 
the breast being keel-less ("ratite" or raft-like) 
and the R'atitae, as they are called, are general- 
ly accepted by naturalists as the most prim- 
itive family of birds, having more in common 
not only with the extinct moa and aepyornis, 
which indeed were their first cousins, but also 
with the long-vanished archaeopteryx, the 
strange- creature with bird's wings, but teeth 
to its beak and a lizard's tail, which formed 
the connecting link between the birds and sau- 
rians. 

Finally, its feathers make the ostrich an 
item of some importance in the economy of the 
Empire. A creature the export value of whose 
product reaches approximately two millions 
sterling a year has earned some consideration 
at our hands ; and there seems to have been no 
time in the history of man when ostrich plumes 
were not used, from the earliest Egyptian , 
kings to our own Prince of Wales, as the in- 
signia of high rank. As we look back down 
the ages we see as far as the eye can reach the 
beautiful plumes nodding over the heads of ' 
queens and emperors, princes and potentates of 
all degrees, knights and ladies of the court. vSo 

. . a song for the bird whose feathers 
wave 

O'er the christening font and the new-made 

grave !" 

The beauty of an ostrich feather is largely 
owing to the fact that in the eye of science it 
is what is known as degenerate. In the feath- 
ers of ordinary birds which are used for flight 
the barbs.i,(the individual plumes or filaments 
on either 'side of the quill) are furnished with 
minute hooks, of which Dr. Badow has reck- 
oned some 800,000 on 15 inches of crane's 
feather. By these one barb fastens itself to tlie 
edge of the next, so forming a continuous welj, 
in which, as we all know, it takes sonic ap- 
preciable force to make a fissure. In the os- 
trich the feathers, having become idle, have 
lost the hooks, so that each barb falls loose 
and unsupported by its. neighbors. Having - 
ceased to overlap so as to form an air-resisting 
surface for purposes of flight, moreover, tlie 
barbs on both sides of tlic ostricli feather have 
grown to equal length, whereby not only is its 
beauty enhanced, but it has furnished man 
with an emblem of the justice which leans riot;V 
to one side or the other.'. 

And for all these qualities— its power and 
speed, its ancient dignities, Jts symbolism, and 
its commercial value — may repay the ostrich 
by heaping abuse upon it and treating it witii 
ridicule. It has only grudgingly been permit- 
ted to consider itself a bird at all. Pliny was 
more than half inclined to place it among llie 
beasts, while Aristotle dogmatically pro- 
nounced it half-and-half. Its stature, its hoof- 
like foot, the hard pads tfpon its chest, which, 
like those of the camel/ are the result of its 



habit of resting with il5 breast against the 
ground,: its extraordinarily human eyis with the 
nlotj^le^pper lids an^ijvl^sHteS^ have all been 
cifedl^f arguments for^linkiiig the "camel 
bird" more nearly . to the quadrupeds than to 
the fowls. Travelers say that at a distance 
on the desert a troop of ostriches and one of 
camels are extraordinarily alike, both crea- 
tures carrying their long necks sloped at ap- 
proximately the same angle, and, vvhile the 
camel's four legs are set close together, the 
two legs of the ostrich standing conspicuously 
wide apart. It may then have been in honest 
error that the ancients held the ostrich to be' 
a mongrel thing that was neither flesh nor 
fowl. But, thus having ""made an outcast of 
it, the writers of all ages need not have heaped 
contumely on the poor bird. Lovelace for- 
gets his usual chivalr}^ to apostrophize the 
"feathered fool" through whose "gutter-neck" 
snakes "hiss all the day." Spenser has a sneer 
for the "greedy oystriges," and Cowpcr; 



"The ostrich, silliest of the feathered kind, 
And formed by God without a parent's mind' 
Commits her eggs incautious to the dust." 
And other poets follow with the same ac- 
cusation. Would they then, have an ostrich 
build in trees- But for the source of the hos- 
pitality to the poor fowl we must go hack 
again to the Book of Job : 

. . "the ostrich ... 
Who leaveth her eggs in the: carth,vand 

warmeth them in the dust.T ' 
And forgetteth that the foot, may crush . 
them, or that the wild beast may 
' ■ break them. 
She is hardened against her young ones, 
as though they Avere not hers ; hei 
labor is in vain without fear: 
Because God hath deprived her of wis- 
dom; neither hath he, imparted to 
. her understanding." 

In real life the ostrich (like that other pro- 
verbial idiot, the goose) is one of the wariest 



of birds, and most difficult^ of approach. The 
eggs are laid in a hollow in the sand, several 
females using the same nest (the male being' 
polygamous), roitnd which the sand is again 
banked up to a height of a foot or two, one 
such nest being known to have contained as 
many as 80 eggs, though from 30 to 36 is a 
commoner number. A.s each cstrich egg is 
equivalent to about two dozen of the villatic 
fowl, the possibilities of omelette in a well- 
furnished ostrich nest are evidently consider- 
able. In the more tropical parts of its habitat, 
it is true, having covered the eggs with sand, 
the birds leave them, at least in the day time, 
that the sun ma)rvdO':/tti? incubating; but as 
Montgomery niakes a Shrewd ostrich 'mother 
retort when reproached for lack of parental 
feeling: 

"Ah, no ! the mother in me knows her part ; 
Yon glorious sun is warmer than my heart." 

Wc may indeed rest assured that nature would 
not allow ostrich eggs to be left to the ripening

clearer, of getting rid of it altogether. All hon-' 
or and gratitude are due to Mr. Beit for his 
geuerousj gift; and ifor,,hi^ ^wise appffeciation of 
tlve''-goo*d ' wHicfi''' c'an^^^^ 

ca.tion of such a fund. I have reason to know 
and to value the large-minded interest in 
science which was shown by the late Mr. Al- 
fred Beit since he gave me £1,000, some eight 
years ago, towards the expenses of expeditions 
which I was organizing for the investigation of 
the natural history of Lake Tanganyika, expe- 
ditions which have, yielded import?^n,t; scientific 
results, and have but recently ekHauSte^^^ 
fund then collected. ■ ' : ■ ■ • 

' It has often occurred to me that wealthy 
men who wish to devote\large sums of nioney 
to the promotion of scientific research find dif- 
ficulty in carrjdfig out their intentions, owing 
to the fact that they do not know enough about 
the methods and conditions of scientific dis- 
covery in order to be able to form a definite 
independent judgment as to how to assign 
their money, so as to make sure that it shall 
really be. employed in the most effective way 
towards the end they haye'jm viz., the 

increase of scientific discoviery. They natur- 
ally have some doubts as to whether the old 
(or even the new) Universities can help them 
as trustees of the money when they see the 
importance attached by the former to anti- 
quated methods of teaching and exatnination 
ahd'jpljserve their traditional cultivation of cer- 
tain favdredsttidies, with a minimum .of ac- 
tivity in research and discovery. ' They, mis- 
trust special societies or individuals as advisers 
•in tile matter, and sometimes finally spend the^ 
money which they had destined to be the 
means of furthering scientific discovery upon a 
costly and ill-considered architectural mons- 
trosity dedicated to science, but of little help 
tb its progress. In past times various schemes 
have been adopted by benevolent men for 
bequeathing or giving their money so as to 
proniote- scientific discovery. Very generally 
tlicre has been a certain amount of confusion 
between two distinct purposes — namely, that 
of creating new knowledge (the discovery of 
new things and new processes) and that of 
spreading existing knowledge amongst an in- 
crcaj.L-d proportion of the comniunity. .'\n ad- 
mirable endowment for the former purpose is 
that of Mr. Smithson, a member of the family 
of the present Duke of Northumberland, 
which was refused by the British Government 
for peculiar reasons, and - conveyed by that 
gentleman to trustees in the United States of 
America about a hundred years ago, where the 
Smithsonian riistitution has vastly aided 
Kcicnllfic research. yXnothcr valuable endow- 
ment which has been administered by special 
trustees for. a still; longer period is thatiOf-.tlic 
celebrated- physician Radcliffe, to wlioiii Ave 
owe the scientific and medical library, an as- 
tronomical observatory, and travelling Fellow- 
ships in the University of Oxford. The great- 
est sum dedicated to scientific research in 
Fngland of late years is the noble gift of a 
fiu-'irtcr of a million sterling made by IvOrd 
Jveagh to the Lister Institute of Preventive 
Medicine. There have been not a few gener- 
ous donors of smaller sum.s for like jiurposcs. 
i /An inquiry was set on, foot a few years ago 
iiv-Anferici''ii^S^ the oiiinions of 

those who had experience of scientific research 
and the institutions intended to 'promote it in ' 
different countrics.las to the best methods to 
adopt in order to .eiffect such promotion. I do 
not know whether any report was pul)lished, 
but I remember that I was consulted on the 
subject by the late Professor Simon Nnwcomb, 
a foreign member of the Royal Society and 
one of the most distinguished scientific discov- 
erers in the United States. I am quite surf 
that no general agreement or conclusion on 



the subject has^bfe'^nVarrived at. So far as I 
can see, whenever any high-minded philan- 
thropist desires to devote in this country a 
large sum of money to the promotion of scien- 
tific discovery, he is liable to come .under the 
influence of highly respectable and eminent 
persons who, although they have no acquaint- 
ance with the nature of scientific discovery 
and the way in which it actually takes place, 
do not hesitate to fix up a scheme based on 
some antiquated and mistaken- model, which is 
accepted with simple faith by the -benevolent 
donor. 

Scientific research is a delicate plant, -,and 
the secret of the way in wdiich it may be niir- 
tured has not been revealed to dignitaries and 
officials. "It is interesting to note some of the 
methods which havesbeen tried with the object 
of nurturing scientific vdiscbvery. In 'every 
case the donor has chosen or created an elect- 
ing body or trustees of which I will say more 
below. He has directed this body to expen<l 
his gift with a view to the promotion of scien- 
tific discovery in o.np-of, the following ways: 

(1) In awarding prizes for discoveries made; 

(2) In terminable stipends to junior and sen- 
ior workers selected by the trustees and called 
scholars or fellows, the stipends being .given 
on condition of their, holders devoting 'them- 
selves for a few years to the attempt to make 
discoveries; (3) In permanent salaries to tried 
men, who arc thus paid as professors or direc- 
tors of laboratories and museums; (4) In pro- 

•yiJijffispecJalljir-d^ and appar- 

''atiis!|ior'r^Hr^ for the 

latter; (5) In providing, on whatever scale the 
fund given permits, groups consisting of a 
profes.sor or director, two or more assistants, 
attendants, building, apparatus, and the an- 
nual income necessary for materials of investi- 
gation and maintenance of the establishment. 
As to the trustees, or boards of electors, 
chosen by the donor, they are often some es- 
tablished scientific society or some university,, 
or the board may be specially appointed by 
him. The last is the best sort of body, if prop - 
erly constituted, but not unfrequently the per- 
plexed promoter of scientific discovery finds 
himself assenting to the constitution of what 
is called "a representative body" — say, a 
bishop, a town councillor, a secretary of state, 
~a judge, and a university professor, with other 
members to be nominated . by hiniself or his 
heirs. Such a board fails from a want of 
knowledge. 

Let us now revert to the methods of apply- 
ing the income provided by the donor. It is 
generally agreed among scientific workers and 
experts that the giving of prizes or rewarcLs 
for scientific discovery docs not tend to in- 
crease the output of discoveries, however care- 
fully and justly awarded. Though such an 
award as, the £8,000 or £10,000 of the Nobel 
prizes is a very agreeable compliment to the 
man so honored, and often richly deserved, no 
one would urge a would-iie promoter of scien- 
tific discovery to devote his gift to the founda- 
tion of prizes- And so, too, with regard to 
scholarships or fellowships, it is very general- 
ly and rightly held that they do little or noth- 
ing in promoting scientific discovery when 
tliey, are §mall :m; va.lue and are only to be held 
for two or" three years. A young man takes 
his uni'versity degree in science or medicine; a 
scholarship or fellowship of £250 a 3'ear for 
three years offers no inducement to him, if he 
is an able man, to abandon his regular pro- 
fessional career. If he accepts it, lie will have 
had no time to go far on the path of discovery, 
and that there is no life post or career open to 
him in the line in which he has. spent three 
years, viz., that of a scientific investigator. As 
a rule able men will not be drawn off in this 
way from their professions, but inferior men 
may be. The man, on the other hand, who is 
specially gifted with the iiower of scientific 
discovery will not be affected by such tempor- 
ary. fellow.''.hips. He will enter 011 the career 
of discovery with or without such induce- 
ments. What such a man (and he is the only 
sort of man vvho ' matters) really requires, and 
shouULfind open tq hini, is an assured career, 
at first a smaller post' as assistant to a great 
discoverer, tenable for twenty years if need be, 
and subsequently a life post, with laboratory 
and assistants, when he lias proved his posses- 
sion of the discoverer's quality. Hence it is 
that the benevolent millionaire who wishes to 
promote scientific discovery should do is to 
provide life posts, "professorships" or "direc- 



torships," f^r th'e'Teaily great discoverers, who 
exist often in cramped conditions. They^should 
be of the value of £1,000 to £2,000 a year, 
with twp or three assistantships of £150 to 
£25o/^eari»att^clied ,to be filled up by nom- 
inatioFs" made 'by"'the professor himself as va- 
cancies occur. A sum of £7,500 a year, that 
which Mr. Otto Beit has so generously given, 
would pay for one professor, with three as- 
sistants, attendants, and interest on building 
and maintenance fund. Of course, if such a 
sum were offered to an existing institution 
where buildings and other conveniences are al-,' 
ready providediv^^tj^p^li-.^gearch professors and 
their assistants "&uld' be paid far where one 
only would be possible if building and service 
had to be provided. There are' buildings and 
laboratories in London and elsewhere provid- 
ed by beneficent founders without stipends 
for directors and assistants, and there are al- 
ready a good many young graduates drawing 
terminable inadequate stipends .in succession 
to .another,; from i^reat foundations. The dif- 
ficulty is to bring about the combination of 
adequate funds for the chief, and for;th§.ip[ra)i- 
uated minor posts and for a wcH-equi^ped 
laboratory. When that is done, as is sometimes 
(but rarely) is, the only further difficulty is 
how to choose a real man, an inspired, inspir- 
ing discoverer. There is only one way. 

Real discoverers arc extremely rare — great 
ones are recognized about once in fifty years 
-in any one great'branch of science. There may 
be others wandering about — undiscovered dis- 
cWerefs. ' The'^brily people who can discover 
them 'are men like themselves. Hencc,.in Ger- 
man universities and all wisely-manager' insti- 
tutions for the promotion of scientific discov- 
ery, they give the power of choosing new di.s- 
coverers to those discoverers already belong- 
ing to the university or institution, and they 
take care that all the electors are vitally inter- 
ested for the honor, credit, and pecuniary suc- 
cess of their university. 'These conditions -can 
be arranged and brought into healthy action 
by care , and understanding. But the-wholc 
fabric ma}'- go to pieces, and jobbery and jeal- 
ousy prevail (as it often does in England) if 
care is -not taken to identify the personal in- 
terests of the electors (brother professors) 
with the honest exercise of their capacity to 
choose a real discoverer to fill a vacancy when 
it'occurs, or if an ignorant council of-superior 
persons is allowed to interfere. 

To find these great discoverers is, indeed, 
no light task. They hjiye to be looked for by 
the state, firstly, in the primary schools; the 
net has to be drawn and the minor fishes al- 
lowed to escape, whilst the strong aiul promis- 
ing are sent on to high schools. Then again, 
after further sifltng. sonife are passed on to the 
special college; itheir a selection to the uni- 
versity, antl at last one ^r two a year may l.ie 
chosen as a.ssistants to an cs*-ablished and in- 
spiring discoverer. Seven, ten. prJiftem^^^^ 
later one out of all his fellows aml-'pr^^^^^ 
cessors is recognized as the incomparable 
.teacher, the discoverer and the inspirer of 
others, the one great man of half a century. 
He is given laboratories and assistants, and 
men come to considt him,' to sit under him, 
work for him, from all parts of the world. 
Louis Pasteur was such a man. Huxley point- 
ed out by what a vast ])ublic expenditure Pas- 
teur was gradually sifted out from his fellows, 
and made professor in the Normal School of 
Paris. Of course, a good many inferior people 
got a share of the training provided, .-and did 
some unimportant things; but if we put tlicni 
aside it is perfectly true (as a calc;iilation of 
the expenses of the whole ^jiet-work of state- 
supported schools and colleges and bursaries 
through which hp passed will show) that the 
capture or discovery of Pasteur cost the 
French nation about " £25,000,000. He was 
worth it, not onl}' to France, but to every other 
nationality — and more, too, more than can be 
measured by gold. His name, honored throug'h- 
out the world on account of the splemlid -'dis- 
coveries associated with it, gave self-respect, 
courage and healthy pride to^France at a time 
when she had cruelly suffered. Five years ago 
the most popular newspaper in France took a 
"plebiscite" to determine who, in the general 
estimation of the Frenph people, was the great- 
est Frenchman of the nineteenth century^ — the 
century which includ<ed| iJi^Afirst ^Napple 
Victor Hugo, Gambettiat-? ;'Tiie ;vx)te' given 
by some millions, and resulted in a majority 
for Louis Pasteur. '•*■" • 



of the sun if experience had not shown that it 
was better for the eggs. In more temperate 
climates the birds do their own incubating, 
and Avhile the hen ostrich possesses a normal 
share of the parental instinct, in the male bird 
it is developed in a quite unusual degree. It 
is the male bird that .sits upon the eggs . at. ' 
night, while in the day time the hens relieve / 
each other; and to such lengths does he carry -■ 
his paternal solicitude that Avhen individual ' 
eggs are particularly long in hatching, he is 
said to crack them with his beak and shake the 
youngsters out. Later the father seems to 
risk his own life to protect his family. Often, 
on the approach of an enemy, he has been 
known to throAV himself upon the ground, and 
pretend to be crippled, like other and more 
familiar birds in England, and even to make 
repeated feints of attacking a man dn horse- 
back until the young have had time •tb jget 
get away. 

That ostriches hide their heads in the sand 
and think that their bodies are thereby hiden 
seems to be pure myth. Old birds on th^iiest v 
and young birds when seeking to evade notice ; 
squat dose to the grgund, and stretch their 
necks out flat upon the sand. In the case of 
the young, which harmonize as perfectly with 
thqir sandy surrotindings as young ringed ^ 
plover do with the stones upon a beach^ the ■ 
ruse is said to render them almost invisible; 
and on the wide expanses of the desert it is evi- 
derifctthaljlthe upright neck of a sitting|^irdV ' 
wotlld fender it unnecessarily conspicubttsfto 
a maurauding enemy. But there is no more 
ground for accusing the ostrich of "self-illu- . 
sion" than there is for bringing the sarAe 
charge against the partridge chick, which by 
merely sitting still among the grass practically 
disappears from sight. 

Perhaps man would have been more cour- 

' teoiis toitlj.ie; ostrich i ostrich had insisted 
more puhctilidusly upon its dignity; but it is 
not proud. With a finely catholic appetite 
it does- not hesitate to to beg — or swallow — 
pence from the humblest visitor to the gar- 1 
dens, so thdt in course of time, the bird may 
become a perambulating savings bank. An 
ostrich has been known to pick up and swallow 
bullets coming hot from the mould. One 
which died^in the 'Zbplo^lqal'G had by

pound. Yet another is recorded to have died-*; '".^ 
possessed of a silver medal and the cross' .6fHi«i 
the Italian Order, both of which may be -is-- i 
sunied to have been more valuable to the ori- ■! 
ginal owners than to the bird, for though the 
ostrich may have a coat to its stomach, as a 
writer pointed out at the time, it can only be ' 
regard,ed-^s, at best, an indifferent surface for 
display. ' ■ 

It used to be believed that ostriches-. not 
only ate, but digested, metals, and thrived on 
them— the "steel-digging bird" Quarles called 
it. In the "Boke of Philip Sparow" we read ; — 

"The estridge that will eate 
A horshowe so greate 
, , In the steade of meate, 
Such fervent heate 
His st'omake doth freat." 

In heraldry, the ostrich usually has a horse- 
shoe in its mouth; and the device of Anne, 
Queen of Richard II., was an ostrich swallow- 
ing a nail, a device which her lord may or may 
not have regarded as complimentary to him- '"11 
self. But, after all, it is difficult for man to 
gird with any grace at the ostrich for its taste - 
for ironmongery. No ostrich, so far as is 
known, has yet rivalled the exploit of that 
American sailor who died in a London hospi- 
tal in 1809, with the, whole or partsipf-fno^f ew- 
er than 35 clasp-knives' inside himi?:"sbme-^^ 
which were remarkably corroded and reduced 
in size, while others were in a tolerable state 
of preservation." 

y\.s an article of diet itself, the ostrich under 
the Mosaic law, was classed among the unclean 
fowl; butjt has always been highly prized by 
many African tribes, and it is said that the 
thighs of a young ostrich make excellent meat, 
licliogabalus is credited with serving at a sin- 
igleTs,yil>per;U^ bi-ains of 600 of the -birds ; while 
tlte pseiido-emperor Firmus claimed to have 
himself eaten a whole ostrich at a sitting-^a 
feat the miraculousness of which would depend 
considerably upon the age of the ostrich. Its 
flesh, however, fortunately for it, can never be 
as valuable as its feathers; and, most ancient of 
birds, we may be sure that it will also, even 
though in captivity, be one of the last to sur- 
\-ivc. Dead ostriches do not grow feathers ; 
and just as certainly as man's greed will con- 
spire with woman's vanity to exterminate the 
\vhite egret, the lyre bird, the greater bird of 
paradise, and many another creature of beauti- 
ful plumage, so will the same motives ensure 
the jierpetuation of the breed of ostriches. 
In its featlicrs it carries the charm to secure 
it immortality.
